IN HONOR OF CARDINAL GIBBONS. 
A TRIBUTE FROM THE AMERICAN STU- 
DENTS IN ROME. 

Rome, April 4.—The Polyglot Academia 
in honor of Cardinal Gibbous was held to-day. 
The exercises opened with a triumphal hymn 
and chorus specially composed and conducted 
by the Rey. Francisco Borghi. This was fol- 
lowed by a Latin address fron® the Rev. Mr. 
Mooney, of Chicago; a solo by George Lyons, 
of Boston; an Italian address by Frederick 
Rooker, of Albany; an English address 
by Mr. Riordan. of Baltimore; a con- 
ecerted piece—“Oremus Propontifice Nostro 
Leone’—by the Rev. Francisco Borghi; 
the “Star-Spangled Banner” and chorus, and 
a French poem by Henry Newey, of New-York. 
The finale wasa chorus composed by the Rev. 
Francisco Borghi. Cardinal Gibbons sat on a 


chair under a canopy of purple velvet and crim- 
son silk, the walls of which were festooned. 
Among those present were Archbishop Carr, 
Bishop Keane, Monsignori Smith, Stonor, Camp- 
bell, O’Bryen, O’Connell, and Corrado, Major 
Huntington, Henry Cassell, and Mr. Gerry. 
Cardinal Langenienx was present a short 
time and congratulated the students. . At 
the conclusion of the exercises Cardinal 
Gibbons, with marked emotion, expressed his 
keen appreciation of the tribute paid him. He 
said that the tribute came from the students’ 
hearts—from hearts that were young and filled 
with sincerity anddevotion. The students were 
destined to be coworkers in the vineyards of the 
Lord in their glorious country, their absence 
from which enhanced their affection for it. 
Their studies in Rome, far from absorbing, 
would strengthen their love of their country, 
and their religion would intensify, elevate, and 
ennoble their patriotism. In the American peo- 
ple, composed of various European nationalities, 
‘fone of the most gratifying features was the 
rapidity with which these became assimilated 
and welded together, forming a united whole, 
so that after the first or second generation oe 
all traces of the old nationalities disappeared. 
The American students in Rome would return 
home with their minds filled with knowledge 
and their bearts with faith to work amid the 
sixty millions of people that form one united 
country, strong and indissoluble. In conclusion 
he said: ** You, as students and likewise as a 
band of brothers, will return, having one faith, 
to aid in planting and spreading that faith 
and in time to take our place in the great work 
of the Lord.” \ 


THE CZAR’S DESPOTIC RULE. 
Sr. PETERSBURG, April 4.—The Ministry 
of Finance has submitted to the Government a 
scheme for the taxing of passports for journeys 
abroad. Thescheme involves ataxof 30 gold 
rubles for a three months’ absence from Russia, 
and 15 gold rubles forevery month's continua- 


tion of the absence beyond three months up to a 
year, anda gold ruble a day after that, or 360 
gold rubles for a whole second year. 


Berwin, April 4.—The Nationa! Gazette 
contirms the report that the Czar will positively 
not permit Russia to take part in the Paris Exhi- 
bition in 1889. “The Czar,” says the Gazette, 
“knows that the headquarters of the Nihilists 
have been transferred to Paris, and that the re- 
cent anniversary of his father’s murder was 
celebrated by a number of meetings held under 
the very eyes of the French police.” 

The Frankfort Zeitung has advices from Riga 
saying that throughout the Baitic provinces the 
teaching of the Russian language in primary 
schools is being enforced and that the German 
gympasiums have been couverted into Russian 
institutions. At the opening of the first Russian 
gymnasium at Riga, the dispatches say, Educa- 
tional Curator Kapustin declared that in place 
of German culture youths must henceforth be 
taught to study and think in Russian, so that 
they may grow up with Russian hearts. ,

THE AMEER IN GREAT TROUBLE. 

Lonpon, April 4.—A Lahore paper an- 
nounces that the Ameer of Afghanistan is seri- 
ously alarmed by the discovery that a number 
of native tribes are combining against him, and 
has appeaied to the Indian authorities for hel;

TANGIER, Morocco, April 4.—An expedi- 
tion furnished with documents from the Sultan's 
Minister aud Mr. Lewis, the American Consul, 
has started on the work of arresting the usurers 
complained of in the Perdicaris case and the re- 
lease of the prisoners detained in the Laraich 
Alcazar for debt on alleged American claims. 
Mr. Lewis publicly gave his agent in the expedi- 
tion the American flug for protection, and a doc 
uwent demanding the immediate liberation of 
every prisoner confined for debts due either to 
American citizens or protégés of the consulate. 
This action will undoubtedly assist in the com- 
plete destruction of the infamous system which

KISSANE OR ROGERS. 





TALKS WITH MEN WHO HAVE KNOWN 
THE FARMER FOR MANY YEARS. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 4.—In pursuit 
of information regarding the Kissane-Rogers 
case, THE TIMES’S correspondens to-day inter- 
viewed gentlemen who for over 20 years had 
known William K. Rogers, the Sonoma County 

farmer. One of them said: 

“T don’t know Kissaue, but I can tell you some- 
thing about Rogers. You know that Rogers 
was one of Walker's Nicaragua fillibusterers. 


Well, after that expedition collapsed he came 
to California and established himself 
in the grocery business at Sacramen- 
to. About this time he married the widow 
of Col. Saunders, Walker’s artilleryman. She is 
@ sister of Mrs. Lloyd Tevis, wife of the Presi- 
dent of the Wells-Fargo Express Company, 
and partner of J. B. Haggin. She is an esti- 
mable lady, and like her hisband is noted 
for deeds of charity. After leaving Sacramento 
Rogers went to Gold Hill and became inter- 
ested in mining operations as a mem- 
ber of the firm of Grissom, Hender- 
son & Rogers. They made quite a _ stake. 
When Comstock began to peter out Henderson 
went to San José. He has added to his fortune. 
Rogers went to Sonoma, purchased fertile laud, 
and began operations as a farmer, stock raiser, 
and wine grower. Grissom died in poor circum- 
stances. Rogers has prospered. No one can say 
anything to his discredit.” 

Contimuing, this gentleman said: “ Why, Rog- 
ers is in town now. We just had a drink to- 
gether. Heis probably at bis brother's house, 
though he slept at a prominent hotel last night.” 

It may be said that his name was not on any 
hotel register. When the name Rogers was 
mentioned to a prominent politician and railroad 
attorney he said: “I knew Kissane in Ar- 
kansas 35 years ago. I remember the sensa- 
tion caused by the Martha Washington 
fireand the subsequent trial. I also know W. 
K. Rogers, of Sonoma County, but he is the 
last wan I wovld suspect of being Kis- 
sane. They don’t look alike. Besides, 
Kissane was a dare devil, while Rogers 
is one of the quietest, most staid 
ofmen.

A VICTORY FOR THE GOVERNMENT IN 


THE FIRST SKIRMISH. 
Boston, April 4.—In the United States 


Cireuit Court to-day Judge Colt sent down an 
opinion denying the motion of the defendaut in 
the case of the Government. against the Bell 
Telephone Company, the company seeking to 
plead the results of previous litigation, in ad- 
difion to being allowed to demur to the whole 


bill. This result is a victory for the Govern- 


ment in the preliminary legal skirmish. In giv- 
ing his opinion Judge Colt reviewed the cases 
cited in support of the defendant’s motion, and 


on the technical question said: 


“The defendant moves for leave to file a demurrer to 
the whole bill, and at the same time several pleas. 
Equity rule 32 provides that the defendant may, at 
any time before the bill is taken for, confessed or 
afterward, with the leave of the court, demur or 


plead to the whole bill or part of it, or he may demur 


to part, plead to part, and answer to the residue. Ac- 
cording to the practice of English Courts of Chancery 
adefendant may demur to one part ofa bill, plead 
to another, answer to another, and disclaim as to an- 
other. But all these defenses must clearly refer to 
separate and distinct parts of the bill. For the de- 
fendant cannot plead to that part of the bill to which 
he has already demurred; neither can he answer to 
any part to which he has either demurred or plead- 
ed, the demurrer demanding the judgment of the 
court whether he shall make any other answer than 
what is contained in the bill.” 


The opinion concludes: 


“So far as this plea proposes, and this seems to me 
the main ground of the motion to set up prior litiga- 
tion respecting these patents, no bar or estoppel 
is shown such as would constitute a gvuod plea, be- 
cause it does not appear that the partles are the 
sameor the subject matter the same. Nordo I 
think the failure of the bill to state the contents of 
the written communications or the rules of the 
Patent Oltice referred to in the bill a snffici: nt reason 
for allowing the defendant to plead and at the same 
time to demur to the whole bill, such a course being 
contrary to well established rules of equity pleading. 
In a case of this magnitude it seems to me the ends 
of justice are more likely to be reached by following 
the regular and orderly procedure of courts of equity, 
and that the court should hesitate, unless from grave 
considerations, to depart therefrom. ‘The motion is 
denied.”

ELECTED MAYOR OF OINOIN 


NATI BY TEN VOTES. 


THE REPUBLICANS CARRY THE REST OF 


THEIR TICKET — THE DEMOCRATIC 
CANDIDATES SNOWED UNDER. 
CINCINNATI, April 4.—The Labor candi« 


date for Mayor has received at to-day’s election 
a plurality of 10 over the Republican 
candidate and a plurality of 6,000 over 
the Democratic candidate. The Repub- 
licans have elected their entire ticket 
with the exception of Mayor. This means that 
the workingmen have cast a vote which is with- 
out precedent and which has been drawn from 
both of the old parties, the Democratic losses 
being the heaviest. The Irish wards, which have 
always been strongly Democratic, have 
given majorities for the Labor ticket, whila 


the Republicans have lost the large German 
wards. The Eleventh Wara, (German.) which 
should give a Republican majority of 1,200, has 
given a plurality vote for the Labor ticket. Other 
_ Wards are reported, both Republican and Demo. 

cratic, as showing the same surprising change, 
The day was pleasant and the votelarge. Repnb- 


lican and Democratic tickets were much scratch- 


ed. The workingmen were well organized, and 
were efficiently served by their campaign com- 
mnittee. Their arrangements for getting out their 
full yote were superior to those of either of the 


old parties. The election was orderly. Holders 


of labor tickets were numerous at every poll. 
As a rule committees of workingmen and volun- 


teer workers were in attendance at the polls as- 
sisting the ticket holders. It was noticed by 
persous soliciting votes tor particular candi- 


dates that the most determined voters 
were the workingmen. Republicans could 
be persuaded to vote for Democrats 


and Democrats to vote for Republicans, but the 
workingmen would vote for no one but their 


own candidate. Men whose votes are usually for 


sale were so determined in their support of the 
Labor ticket to-day, that it would have taken ten 
times the usual sum to have bought them. In 


the Fourth Word, a Democratic stronghold, Dabo 


tickets were held by women who remained 
at the polis allday.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 4.—In the 
municipal election to-day the Democratic ticket 
was elected by majorities ranging from 
3,000 or more down, the exact figures not 
being received at 1 o’clock Thomas Ax- 


worthy, for City Treasurer, leads the ticket, 
being very popular personally, and B. D. Bab- 
cock’s pluralty for Mayor is probably not far 
from 3,000. The city was redistricted last 
Winter by the Republican Legislature, in 
the expectation that 10 ont of 19 
Aldermen woulki surely be elected by the 
Republicans, but at this hour it looks as 
if the Democtats have elected a majority 
of the board, and possibly the entire 15 
members. It was a veritable Republican 
Waterloo. Two years ago the Repubiicans 
elected George W. Gardner Mayor by up 
ward of 3,000.

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STILL AN UNKNOWN VICTIM 


THE MURDERED GIRL AT RAH- 
WAY NOT IDENTIFIED. 
DETECTIVES TRACING UP CLUE AFTER 
CLUE, ONLY TO FIND IT WORTHLESS, 

BUT GETTING DOWN TO FACTS. 

Exeitement over the Rahway murder 
mystery has subsided considerably, but interest 
in the developments of the case is as great as 
ever, although itis 11 days since the discovery 
of the murdered girl’s body. 

In @ roundabout way yesterday Chief of Po- 
lice Tooker, of Rahway, heard a story that 
made liim hasten to interview Mrs. C. K. Miller, 
who keeps a fancy store on Main-street. She 
told the Chief that some time. ago she sold a sew- 
ihg machin to a young woman living at Clinton 
Froat’s house in Milton, a suburb of the city, 


and a little over a block from the scene of the 
murder. To this woman Mrs. Miller said she 
had given instructions’ how to work the ma- 
chine. The young woman failed to make pay- 
ments tor the machine and it was taken 
away from the Froat house. Mr&. Miller 
said that whenshe saw the murdered girl's 
body on the Saturday 16 was found she was 
struck by its resemblance to the young woman 
who had bought the machine. She was not pos- 
itive about the recognition and said nothing un- 
til yesterday, when she casually mentioned it to 
a sister of the Marsh brothers, one of whom is 
City Clerk. The sister repeated the story at 
homé and one of her brothers gave it to Chief 
Tooker. The latter, after interviewing. Mrs. 
Miller, got Detective Keron, who is also ex- 
Chief of Police of Elizabeth, and together they 
ealled at the Froat homestead. 

Mrs. Froat said she was the person who 
Dought the machine, and instructions were 
given her by Miss Tucker, of Elizabeth, who is 
employed by the machine company. Detective 
Keron is personally acquainted with Miss 
Tucker. He said last evening that he was satis- 
fied Mrs. Miller was mistaken, but he intends to 
make further investigations before dropping 
the clue. 

It is regarded as a significant fact that all the 
dogs in the vicinity of Jefferson and Maple ave- 
nues barked furiously on the night of the murder, 
while the dogs on Stone-street. beyond the spot 
wheré the body was found, made no noise so far 
as can be learned. This would indicate that the 
murderer moved toward or through Milton, or 
that the dogs were disturbed by the murdered 
girl’s outcries, as described yesterday by Mrs. 
Moore, an intelligent looking colored woman, 
who lives on Maple-avenus. Mrs. Moore was 
returning home by way of Milton and S&t. 
George's avenues on the fatal Friday evening. 

The police have been looking for a button to 
Match the one found near the body and sup- 
posed to belong to the murderer’s coat, but it 
seems to be the only button of the kind in that 
section of the country, judging by the ill success 
ef their labors. Chief Tooker hunted up the 
Linden woman, who on Sunday pretended to 
recognize the basket found on the scene, and she 
acknowledged having made a mistake. Her 
basket, she remembered, had no cover to it. 
This is & clue that has not yet been abandoned. 

The police are satisfied that the identification 
of the body as that of Sophie Hesse was made in 
the hope of getting the reward. Ex-Chief of Po- 
lee Wright went to Brooklyn with Ani Moran, 
who made the scene at the undertaking rooms 
on Sunday, and found out that the woman, in- 
stead of being a matron in Raymond-Street Jail 
Wasa prisoner. She had the run of the corri- 
dors and thus got acquainted with Sophie Hesse. 
The police know the Moran woman as “ Big 
Annie.” She was accompanied to Rahway on 
Sunday by another female with a police record, 
Warden Green, of the Kings County Peniten- 
tiary, does not think from the picture of the dead 
Woman at Rahway that she is the Sophie 
Hesse, alias Hasselbach, who wasin his charge 
until the early part of March. The matron of 
the prison, Mary Johnson, also failed to recog- 
nize the portrait of the murderedgirl. Chaplain 
Bass, of the penitentiary, left a letter there on 
March 27 for Minnie Clark, a prisoner. She has 
left, however, and as she has failed to claim the 
Jetter it was opened yesterday in the hope that 
it might throw some light on the identi- 
fication of the Rahway victim. The 
letter proved to be from Sophie Hesse, 
but was signed * Hasslebach,” and 
dated March 21, from Brooklyn. In it she stated 
that she had a good home in Dean-street, near 
Boerum, and that she was going to the peniten- 
tiary on the next Wednesday to take something 
nice to ** Miss Fish.” She was in Twenty-fourth- 
street, New-York, on the preceding Saturday, 
she said, and intended to go to Greenville, N. J., 
on the following Monday. 

A young married woman of Plainfield called 
at the undertakers’ yesterday, and said she rec- 
ognized the body as a former servant of her 
mother’s, who left a month ago for Elizabeth. 
The clothing and effects are not known to the 
young woman, but she said she would go to Jer- 
sey (ity and bring some friends to confirm the 
identification. 

The police are investigating another peculiar 
story that was told in Rahway yesterday. A 
man, about 11 o’clock on the night of the mur- 
der, entered the railroad station very much ex- 
cited, so much so that he was dripping with per- 
spiration, and after buying a ticket for New- 

ork turned away without picking up his change. 
He carried an overcoat on his left arm, and it 
hung below his knee, presumably to hide a stain. 
He said first, ““ Give me a ticket for Newark,” 
and then added, while fumbling for his money, 
“You might as well make it clean through.” 
Night Watchman Wingate subsequently saw him 
with a male companion outside the station, ap- 

arently returning from the direction of the 
ark House. 

Conductor Gee’s story about a strange girl on 
his train and the ‘positive identification” as 
Wilheimina Johnsen, and a servant named 
Annie, have been exploded, like many other 
tales that have cropped out during the past 
week. The murdered girl will  pebercre? be 
buried on Sunday, ana Rahway will see that she 
has a decent funeral. 

On Sunday morning, a week ago, a tramp 
called at the barber’s shop, 46 Bowery-street, 
Newark, and asked permission to change his 
elothing for a new suit, which he had, he said, 
just received from Europe. Permission was 
given, and the tramp bundled his ola clothes to- 
gethes, wrapped them up, and asked if he could 
leave them until Monday morning. That was 
agreed to. As he has not since called the 
package was opened yesterday. Some suspici- 
eus spots, believed to be blood stains, were 
found on them. The gilt buttons on the vest 
bore initials indicating,that it had belonged to 
a Greenwood Lake Railroad employe. A razor 
was found in a pocket, and a leather money helt, 
too small fora man, was in the package. It is 
suspected that the man may have borne some 
relation to the Rahway murder mystery, and 
fhe bundle was handed over to the police.

THE NEW RAILWAY LAW. 


WORK POURING IN UPON THE INTER- 


STATE COMMERCE COMMISSION, 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—The Inter-State Com- 


merce Commission this morning promulgated the 
following rule of proceeding: 

“ Applications made for the official action of the 
Commission shall be made by petition, which shall 
set forth the facts on which they are founded and be 


verified by the oath of the applicant or of some au- 
thorized agent or attorney.” 

Senator Dolph presented to the commission a me- 
morial from the Board of Trade at Walla Walla in 
relation to high charges. The memorialists pray for 
reliefin time to save this year’s crop from exorbitant 
freight charges. He also presented a memorial from 
the Board of Trade of Portland, Oregon, in relation 
to the long and short haul feature. The memorial- 
ists set forth the advantages which Portland has 
enjoyed, as compared with interior points, by means 
of her position upon the coast. The water lines, 
they say, have fixed the rates and the rail lines have 
followed closely enough to prevent exclusion 
from the trailic. Thé Canadian Pacific, they 
further represent, built and supported by 
the British Government for the purpose 
of holding and extending British commerce to the 
detriment of American interests, is another element 
of the question. The memorialists say they are not 
assured that the true meaning of the lew is such as 
to forbid the making of rates to coast points in com- 
petition with those of the water carriers and the ('a- 
nadian Pacific; yet, if the commission so interpret 
the law, they ask the prompt use of the dispensing 

ower. 

. Congressman Butterworth, of Ohio, appeared with 
several gentlemen representing the “river inter- 
ests,” and asked in their behalf an opportunity to be 
heard in relation to the matters presented by the 
representatives of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
Ship Association on Saturday. They were given 
copies of such documents as were filed by the rail- 
road men and withdrew to consider what steps they 
would take, 

Messrs. W. H. Ross, H. D. Johnson, 8. Waxel- 
bauin, and J. F. Hanson, a commiftee representing 
the Chamber of Commerce of Macon, Ga., were ac- 
corded a hearing upon the subject brought up by the 
Atlanta board and the Southern railroad men on 
Saturday. They submitted an elaborate written ar- 
gument in support of the petition for thé suspen- 
sion of the operation of the long and short 
haul clause. it embodied schedules showing 
that after the law goes into effect the rates be 
tween Macon and Northern points will be in- 
creased from 18 to 30 percent. The more sparsely 
settled condition of the South and its deficien- 
cies in many respects as compared with the manu- 
facturing centres of the North and East, wers fully 
set forth as matters which made the conditions sub- 
stantially different from those which prevail be- 
tween the East and the West, and which justify the 
intervention of the commission. The declaration 
was made that if the interpretation now threatened 
had been foreseen when the bill was under consid- 
ation the South would have opposed the measure 
unanimously, 

The following letter written by instructions of the 
commission, explains itself: 

To G. C. Cheney. Esq., General Superintendent 

Canadian Express Company, Montreal: 

DEAR SIR: Your letter of the 1st inst., requesting 
the decision of the commission upon the question 
whether the inter-State commerce law applies to 
express companies, has been laid before the commis- 
sion and duly considered. Ifany express company 
desires to be heard by the Commission on the ques- 
tion you raise, an early opportunity will be offered 
for thé purpose; but until such hearing is applied 
for the commission willassume that the law does 
apply to such companies,

THE HIGH LICENSE BILL. 


GOV. HILL ASKED TO CHOOSE BETWEEN 
WHISKY AND DECENCY. 

ALBARY, April 4.—Our worthy Governor, who 
prides himself upon his power to dig pitfalls for oth- 
ers, is himself 1n a hole atlast. He sat in his chair 
in the Executive Chainber this afternoon and care- 
fully scrutinized the faces of the group of 100 per- 
sons who appeared either for or against the Crosby 
High License bill. He saw two Prohibitionists, Mr. 
Fred Wheeler and a fellow-crank; a dozen repre- 
sentatives of whisky, and four deplorable looking 


Knights of Labor, strangers to soap and water, all 
arrayed against the bill. He saw at the head 
of the advocates of the bill such representa- 
tives of law and order as the Rev. Howard Crosby, 
Dorman B. Eaton, and Bishop Doane, of this town, 
and such fellow- Democrats as Col. B. F. Watson and 
Horace Barnard, repesenting the Young Men's 
Democratic Club of New-York and the more pro- 
gressive element of his own party. Between the 
forces thus arrayed he must choose this week. It 
falls upon him, as the nominal leader of his party 
in this State, to determine whether or not the world 
beyond the State, that world which makes Presi- 
dential delegates, shall understand that the whisky 
element controls his party in the stateof New-York, 
and that he is in sympathy with it. A week of sleep- 
less nights and days of research and hard labor is 
— him, Do matter what his determination may 

6. 

To-night the odds arein favor of his vetoing the 
bill. Thatimpression is strengthened by the bold 
declaration of such representatives of the whisky 
interest as have had the ear of Judge Muller, the 
Governor’s most intimate friend and adviser. Still, 
he may be depended upon to weigh the matter care- 
fully, and to decide the question in favor of which- 
ever side in hia judgment controls the most votes 
and political influence, 

“I will give two hours to this hearing,” he said, 
“and will hear the opponents of the bill first, You 
must decide betweén yourselves who shail present 
your arguments,” 

Thereupon the liquor dealers got together and 
hurriedly outlined their plan of battle. Charles J. 
Patterson, the attorney for the Brooklyn liquor 
dealers, was the first to speak. He declared that 
the bill had been pocere in opposition to the senti- 
ment of New-York and Brooklyn. As proofof that 
allegation he cited the fact that only 3 of the 
36 Assemblymen of those two cities had voted for 
the bill. The Governor's signature to such a bill, he 
declared, would give the rudest shock to “ home 
rule.’ He said that only about one-fifth of 
the 2,713 liquor dealers paying: a first class 
license in Brooklyn would take ont a first class 
license for $1,000 as required by the bill. He drew 
a pitiful picture of the loss which would thus acerue 
to the other four-fifths. Their saloons, fixtures, and 
facilities for compounding cocktails and other popu- 
lar drinks would become a dead loss, and the owners 
would be compelled to seek some other living, with 
poor prospects of obtaining it from an unsympa- 
thetic world. He estimated the total money loss 
under these circumstances to be about $1,500 per 
saloon, or in round numbers $3,260,000. This de- 
struction of property the Governor could not fora 
moment think of inflicting. The loss would more 
than balance the revenue derived by the city with a 
10 years’ enforcement of such a law. He insisted 
that the tax thus levied would provea bounty to 
persons to engage in the illicit sale of liquors. The 
gf of liquors would, he was certain, be reduced. 
The bill would hit with terrific force the great middle 
class of hquor dealers, who are the conservative 
class, and who keep the business orderly and above 
criticisin. In conciusion Mr. Patterson launched into 
a mighty defense of alcoholas ‘‘a stimulant which 
liberates the forces within men.” The most progress- 
ive nations were, in his opinion, the great absorb. 
ers of alcoholic stimulants. Those nations who are 
the hardest drinkers were the foremost in progress 
and in developing the world. Alcohol was as much 
a necessity on many trying occasions as was music 
ry the horses of Napoleon when he climbed the 
Alps. 

Mr, Patterson was appealing to one who knows 
naughtof such matters, for the Governor, to his 
credit, indulges neither in the insviriting cocktail, 
nor in the plainer liquid of the blue grass region. 

King Gambrinus next presented his arguments 
against the bill, through Charles Stadler, of the 
brewers and maltsters organization of New-York. 
The bill, he declared, was opposed on three grounds: 
First, because it is not needed; second, because it 
will not serve the purpose for which it is avowedly 
designed, but, on the contrary, will retard the prog- 
ress of temperance; and third, because it is unjust. 
Mr. Stadler endeavored to convince the Governor 
that the Excise Boards of New-York and Brooklyn 
know better what is wanted for those two cities 
than anybody else. 

Adolph Delson, without meaning te offer a good 
argument for the signing of the bill, declared, in be- 
half of the Central Association of Wine, Liquor, and 
Beer Dealersof New-York, that under a one-thous- 
and-dollar license law at least 3,000 saloons would 
have to go out of business. Headed significantly that 
ther is, however, one alternative, and that is the 
purchase of beer licenses for $100. This was a bold 
intimation that the law would be violated without 
hesitation. The Governor studied in silence the 
polish on his boots as he listoned to this declaration. 

It was now the turn of the friends of the bill. The 
Rev. Howard Crosby in plain and emphatic language 
addressed himself to its merits. It was not, he said, 
a Lager of expediency or mere political partisan- 
ship that was involved. It was a question of good 
order, in which the citizens of New-York and Brook- 
lyn were interested tor their own peace and the 
peace of their families. It could not possibly be 
called a@ local bill, because it is a law for a popula- 
tion that is almost half of the entire 
populatin of the State. Every portion of 
the State was interested in the city of 
New-York, and what benefits that city benefits the 
whole State. The friends of the bill were not here 
as temperance men, to cry down alcohol and say it 
should be abolished. They were here for the regula. 
tion of its traffic in some way that should lessen the 
crime of two great cities. Thedives and the dens 
of the great metropolis were well known to be 
the hiding places of shoals of miscreants, and 
even if it was conceded that special legislation is 
necessary to drive them out and to close up 
their retreats there ought, in the interest of 
decency, to be no hesitation in granting it. He de- 
clared that the members from New-York and 
Brooklyn who had voted against the bill had mis- 
represented their constituencies, The primaries 
which had nominated them had been dominated by 
the saloon power, and that was another reason why 
the Governor should come to the rescue of the city. 
Asforthe arguinent that such a law would work 
some injury to property, he would say that so would 
a reduction of the tariff, and all other great reforms. 
In commenting upon the attitude of the liquor 
dealers toward the bill, he declared that a 
committee of the liquor dealers had been the 
only persons whom he éver encountered, who reso- 
lutely declared that they had broken the laws in the 
past and would continue to do so in thefuture. In 
conclusion Dr. Crosby stated that the enactment of 
this bill into law would canse a reduction in the 
number of saloons and place the remainder more 
under the control of watchful police; that it would 
constitute the saloon keepers a body of policemen, 
and that it would diminish the number of unlicensed 
saloons. “ But whether it becomes a law or not,” he 
said, “itis the earnest determination of the people 
to exterminate the power which multiplies criminals 
and causes vice and poverty,” 

Col. B. F. Watson, a life long Democrat and a 
member of the Church Temperance Society, advo- 
cated the bill in earnest language. He said that he 
could now, after witnessing the events of the after- 
noon, understand who the people are who want the 
bill vetoed. They were the liquor dealers and none 
else. The friends of the bill, on the other hand, 
were those outside the liquor dealers’ assuciations. 
“What reasons,” he asked, looking the Governor 
directly in the eye, “are you going to give 
to satisfy people for vetoing such a wise 
measure? The undisputed facts are that 
theré are 10,000 saloons in New-York, or one to 
every 125 of the population, instead of 1 to every 
500, as there should be; that 60 to 70 per cent. of 
the crime of the city grows out of these drinking sa- 
loons; that there are 2,000 more places for the sale of 
liquor than for the sale of meat, bread, and groceries. 
Then comes the question, Is that numberin excess 
of what it oughtto be? If you decide no, how are 
you going to reason it out to the satisfaction of the 
people who are waiting your action? We have been 
careless in this matter heretofore. We have, bow- 
ever, seen this wholesale injury and damage 
caused by the liquor traffic, and we have en- 
listed against it in a war that will not end 
in defent. Oursisa warfare for cutailing the liq- 
uor traffic. As a life long Democrat I protest against 
the action of the Democrats in the Legislature. 
Those Lemocratic votes don’t represent me orimy 
kindin the Democratic Party, Those men were 
mistaken when they thought they could enunciate 
any principle for me in this matter, When Thomas 
Jefferson Ras been dead so long as to be forgotien 
then possibly the rum power may become a tender 
tothe Democratic Party, but not, I hope, before 
that time.” Col. Watson concluded by handing the 
Governor a strong letter in support of the bill, writ- 
ten by another Democrat, Judge Calvin. 

In behalt of the Young Men’s Democratic Club 
Horace Barnard spoke. He read the resolutions of 
the club in favor of the bill. He, too, made some 
biting remarks as to the attitude taken by the Dem- 
ocrats around the Capitol. He called attention to 
the fact that the press of New-York favored the bill, 
‘with the exception of one little feeble voice, that 
of the New-York Star.” The Governor, he added, 
could find precedent for signing the bill by consult- 
ing the statutes of last year, in which was a law 
signed by him, and by referring to the statutes of 
1883 fur an excise law signed by Gov. Cleveland. 
The Governor bit his lip, but maintained imperturb- 
able features while being addressed by_ his fellow- 
Democrats of the Jeffersonian school. The audience 
smiled as Mr. Barnard spoke scoftingly of the labor 
interests that would be atfected, if the predictions of 
the liquor dealers proved true, The mixers of cock. 
tails might, he thought, be affected, but that would 
not sadden good mén. 

Morris K. Jesup, thé Rev. Dr. Donald, Dorman B. 
Eaton, John B. Pine, and Charles H. Marshall closed 
the arguments by giving statistics and facts rela- 
tive to the citizens’ meeting in New-York in favor 
of the bill. Mr, Pine, who is the Secretary of the 
High License Committee, read some interesting 
communications from other States where high 
license is now enforced. One from the Chicago Citi- 
zens’ League said that GOU saloons had been closed 
up and the revenue increased by a million and a half 
of dollars since the law went into force. From Gov. 
Marinaduke’s message to the Missouri Legislature 
he read a statement that when the law went into 
operation in that State there were 3,601 saloons, pay- 
ing a revenue of $547,000. To.day the number is re- 
duced to 2,880, while the revenue on the lst day of 
last July amounted to $1,842,000. 

Chairman Wheeler, of the Prohibition State Com- 
mittee, who alfected to believe that he represents ex- 
clusively the temperance sentiment of the State, 
inveighed against the bill, to the admiration of the 
liquor men in his vicinity. He clinched his argu. 
ments with the declaration that the bill ‘* postpones 
indefinitely the day of final prohibition.” The 
liquor dealers winked at one another, and showed a 
disposition to indulge in merriment of a quiet 
nature.

TAXATION OF BANK SHARES 


THE NEW-YORK LAW DECLARED 
VALID. 

A DEFINITION OF “‘MONEYED CAPITAL” 

AND A DECISION THAT NATIONAL 


BANK SHARES ARE TAXABLE. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court of the United States to- 
day in the important bank tax case of the Mercantile 
National Bank of the city of New-York, appellant, 
against the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty of 
the city of New-York,and George W. McLean, Re- 
ceiver of Taxes. Appeal from the Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New-York ‘This was one 
of 35 suits brought in the court below by the na- 
tional banks of the city of New-York to restrain the 
collection ot taxes assessed upon their stockholders 
in respect to their shares, on the ground that such 
taxes are illegal and void under section 5,219 of the 
Revised Statutes, because they are at a greater rate 
than those assessed under the laws of New-York 


upon other moneyed capital in the hands of the indi- 
vidual citizens of that State. 


This court, in a long and carefully prepared opin- 
ion by Justice Matthews, reviews in detail the pre- 
vious decisions of the court upon this subject for the 
purpose of stating with precision the rule of taxa- 
tion prescribed to the States by Congress. As a re- 


sultof such review the court comes to the conciu- 
Sion that “ moneyed capital in the hands of individ. 
ual citizens” does not necessarily embrace shares of 
stock held by them in all corporations whose capital 
isemployed according to their respective corporate 
pre and privileges in business carried on 
or the pecuniary profit of shareholders, al- 
though shares in some corporations, accord. 
ing to the nature of their business, may 
be such moneyed capital. The true test of 
the distinction fs to be found in the nature of the 
business in which the corporation is engaged. The 
main purpose of Congress in fixing limits toState 
taxation on investments in the shares of national 
banks was to render it impossible for the State, in 
levying such a tax, to create and foster an unequal 
competition, unfriendly to their success, by favdr- 
ing institutions or individuals carrying on a similar 
business and operations and investments of a like 
character. The language of the act of Congress is 
to be read in the light of this policy. Applying this 
rule of construction we are led hi the first place 
to consider the meaning of the words “other mon- 
eyed capital’ as used in the statute. Of course it 
includes shares in national banks; the use of the 
word “other” requires that. But *‘moneyed capi- 
tal” does not mean all capital the value of which is 
measured in terms of money. In this senseall kinds 
of real and personal property would be embraced by 
it, for they all have an estimated value as the sub- 
ects of sale. Neither does it include all forms of 
nvestment in which the interest of the owner is 
expresseil in money. Shares of stook in railroad 
companies, mining companies, manufacturing com- 
panies, and other corporations are represented by 
certificates showing that the owner is entitled to an 
interest, expressed in money value, in 
the entire capital and property of the 
corporation, but the property of the corpora- 
tion which constitutes its invested capital may con- 
sist mainly of real and personal property, which, in 
the hands of individuals, no one would think of call- 
ing ** moneyed capital,” and its business may not con- 
sist in any kindof dealing in money or commercial 
representatives of money. So far as the policy of 
the Government in reference to national banks is 
concerned, it is indifferent how the States may 
choose to tax such corporations as those just men- 
tioned, or the interest of individuals in them, or 
whether they should be taxed atall. It would have 
no effect upon the success of national banks. There 
is no reason therefore to suppose that Congress in- 
tended, in respect to these matters, to interfere with 
the power and policy of the States. 

The business of banking as defined by law and cus- 
tom consists in the issue of notes payable on demand 
intended to circulate as money, in receiving deposits 
payable on demand, in discounting commercial 
paper, making loans of money on collateral security, 

uying and selling bills of exchange, nogotiating 
loans, and dealing in negotiable securities issued by 
the Government, State, and national and municipal 
and other corporations. These are the operations in 
which the capital invested in national banks is em- 
ployed, and it is the nature of that employment 
which constitutes it in the eyeof this statute * mon. 
eyed capital.” Corporations and individuals carry- 
ing on these operations come into competition with 
the business of national banks, and capital in the 
hands of individuals thus employed is what 1s in- 
tended to be described by the act of Congress. The 
terms of the act therefore include shares of stock or 
other interests owned by individuals in all enter- 
prises in which the capital he eye in carrying on 
its business is money, where the object of the bust- 
ness isthe making of profit by its use as money. 
The moneyed capital thus employed is invested for 
that purpose in securities by way of loan, discount, 
or otherwise, which are from time to time, according 
to the rules of the business, reduced again to 
money and reinvested. It includes money 
in the hands of individuals employed in a sim§ 
ilar way, invested in loans or in securities for the 
payment of money either as an investment of a per- 
manent character or temporarily witha view to sale 
or repayment and reinvestment. In this way the 
moneyed-capital in the hands of individuals is dis- 
tinguished from what is known generaliy as per- 
sonal property. From this view it follows that the 
mode of taxation adopted by the State of New-York 
in reference to its corporations, excluding for the 
present trust companies and savings banks, does not 
operate in sucha way asto make the tax assessed 
upon shares of national banks ata greater rate than 
that imposed upon other moneyed capital in the 
hands of individual citizens. This is the conclusion 
reached on similar grounds by the Court of Appeals 
of New-York inthe case of McMahon vs. Palmer, 
(102 N. Y., 176.) 

The court is of opinionthat the mode of taxing 
trust companies does not create the inequality whi h 
the appellant alleges, and that deposits in savings 
banks constitute “moneyed capitalin the hands of 
individuals” within the terms of any definition 
which can be given to that phrase, but that they are 
not within the meaning of the act of Congress in 
such a sense as to require thatif they are exempted 
from taxation shares of stock in national banks 
must thereby also be exempted from taxation. The 
same considerations apply to what is called an ex- 
emption from taxation of shares of stock of corpora- 
tions created by other States and owned by citizens 
of New-York. 

Upon these grounds the court is of opinion that 
the appellant is not entitled to the relief prayed for. 
The decree of the Circuit Court is, therefore, af- 
firmed. Justice Blatchford took no partin the de- 
cision, The court rendered a similar decision in the 
case of the National Newark Banking Company 
against the Mayor and Common Council of the city 
of Newark, which involves the same questions. 


The decision rendered by the Supreme Court yés- 
terday that the national banks must pay the 
taxes assessed upon their shares ef stock will result 
in the collection by this city of between $3,000,000 
and ¢4,000,000 of taxes, which are due for the years 
1885 and 1886 and settles forever the question of 


the legality of the taxation of bank stock under the 
law of this State. President Coleman, of the Board 
of Tax Commissioners, said yesterday: 

“We have never had any doubt that the court 
would sustain us in the imposition of this tax. Some 
400 banks throughout the country combined to make 
a test case of this, about 35 of them being in this 
city. Their claim was that the assessment on their 
shares of stock was out of proportion to the assess- 
ment on other personal property, and was therefore 
in violation of section 5,219 0f the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, which requires that the taxa- 
tion of shares of national banks ‘shall not beat a 
greater rate than is assessed upon other moneyed 
capitalin the hands of individual citizens of said 
State.’ Under this provision, the banks as corpora- 
tions are not taxed, but the stock of these institutions 
is assessed precisely as other personal property in 
the State. The claim that a discrimination was 
made against the banks was based on the idea that 
their stock hasa certain value which is known, and 
upon which ajust assessment can be easily made, 
while in the case of other personal property owners 
aré enabled to evade the law and the Assessors have 
to tax what they can find. In other words, because 
in many cases the Assessors are liable to be deceived 
in regard to the value of taxable property, the 
banks held that they could not be taxed 
at all on property whose value was easily 
ascertained. The Corporation Counsel, who repre- 
sented the Tax Commissioners in the legal fight, 
showed that, if it was true that much personal taxa- 
tion is avoided by méans of false returns, that was a 
matter of factand not a question of the law. Our 
State law in regard to bank taxation contains a sim- 
ilar provision to that of the United States, but we 
maintained that it was no discrimination against 
the banks to assess them in a proper valuation 
which it was beyond their power to conceal 
from us, simply because some other corporation 
or some man might be able to deceive us and escape 
his legal taxes. The Circuit Court decided thia point 
in our favor, and now the Supreme Court has af- 
firmed the decision ani that settles the business. 
We shall go on and collect the taxes for 1885 and 
1886, and there willve no trouble about those for 
this year, which have not yet been assessed.” 

** How many banks are in arrears on these taxes?” 
asked the reporter. 

‘* Nearly every bank in the State that has a nation- 
al charter, The City, Fulton, Gartield, and two or 
three small banks in this city refused to enter the 
combination, and have _— their taxes, but all the 
others are inarrears. The lawyers who made the 
fight for the banks have cleareda nice little fee. 
They received $100 as a retainer from each bank in 
the combination, which gave them about $40,000 for 
a certainty. If they had won the suit they were to 
have received 25 per cent, of the taxeS saved to the 
banks. which would have made anice little amount.” 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe, speaking of the de- 
cision, stated that the amount of bank capital taxed 
in 1885 in the city of Néw-York alone was $60,746,- 
294, which. atarate of 2.40 per_centum, yielded a 
tax of $1.457,911. and that in 1886 the amount of the 
tax was nearly as large. He further observed that 
the decision just rendered weultt probably be deci- 
sive of the merits of similar suits broughtin other 
parts of the State, and might also control the de- 
cisions in courts of other States where like suits 
have been begun. 

William P. St. John, President of the Mercantile 
National Bank, was extremély surprised at the Su- 
preme Court's decision: “ The suit of the national 
banks of New-York,” he said, “* was instituted under 
the United States Supreme Court decision in the 
case of Boyer against Boyer. That case was decided 
upon demurrer against tne State of Pennsylvania, 
the facts stated being left to proof subsequently. 
In this New-York case the facts were before 
the court either as proof or by stipulation 
of counsel. The counsel for the bank, 
Charles W. Wells, was the same lawyer who argued 
the Boyle casein Pennsylvania, The points of the 
Supreme Court’s decision are not yet received in 
New-York, ani banks are not advised as to the 
grounds on which adverse decision conld be ren- 
dered.” Mr. St. John said that it the trust compan. 
ies in New York had been taxed in 1885 in the same 
manner that the national banks had been taxed 
they would have paid ¢660,000, whereas they paid 
ouly $3,757.

Sucha result of 
this peculiar canvass might go far toward 
teaching the people of Chicago the im- 
portance of working deliberately and 
directly for the establishment of non- 
partisanship in the control of the City Goy- 
ernment.

In- 
stead of promoting the welding of all na- 
tionalities into an American citizenship it 
tends to keep the foreigner a foreigner all 
his life long. The Cardinal will find it 
very hard to retain his belief both in Ameri- 
can institutions and in so eminently un- 
American an institution as that he has been 
commending to the Vatican. 





Our new Consul at Tangier, Mr. Lewis, 
has undertaken without delay the work of 
eradicating the abuses which appear to 
have had the protection of our flag in Mo- 
rocco. He has demanded the immediate re- 
lease of the natives who had been impris- 
oned for debts alleged to be due to a large 
number of persons whose claims the Amer- 
ican Consulate had supported. Evidently 
our consulate will hereafter devote its at- 
tention exclusively to affairs that are legiti- 
mately in its province, and will not be used 
as a collecting agency by native merchants. 





The selection of Brooklyn and Norfolk as 
points for establishing the two new timber 
docks authorized by the last Congress is one 
that will generally be approved. These 
places already possess granite docks, but 
the latter are not capacious enough for some 
of the new vessels which are to be added to 
the navy. The Brooklyn yard is undoubt- 
edly destined to be largely used for the con- 
struction of such vessels as the Government 
itself undertakes to build, and it is well set- 
tled that one of the 6,000-ton armored ves- 
sels will beconstructed atthispoint. There- 
pairs and the inspections of these vessels will 
also go on largely at Brooklyn. Somenaval 
officers favored placing both of the new 
timber docks at Norfolk, partly on the 
ground thatin New-York waters these pos- 
sess sufficient private docks in case of need. 
But the prevailing opinion seems to be that 
the arrangement actually adopted is the 
better. Should the next Congress order two 
more timber docks, Norfolk might receive 
an additional one, as the location is good 
and the ground can be prepared with little 
expense. Meanwhile, the Brooklyn yard, 
with the repair of its stone dock and the 
construction of the new wooden one, will 
be prepared for activity in the near future. 
THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW. 

The Inter-State Commerce act goes into 
effect to-day. Already several important 
applications have been made to the com- 
mission, and it will be compelled at the 
outset to settle some of the most difficult 
questions arising under the provisions of 
the law. As was to be expected, the re- 
quirements in regard to what is known as 
the long and short haul are the first to de- 
mand attention. The railroad managers 
have on the whole shown a disposition to 
adjust their business methods in good faith 
to the requirements of the law. For weeks 
they have been busy revising their classifi- 
cations and tariffs, adopting new rnles and 
modifying their traffic arrangements so as 
at least to avoid the penalties for violating 
the provisions of the act. 

The long and short haul question has been 
brought into special prominence by the 
petition of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association for a sanction of 

their present schedules by the commission 
until such time as the case may have been 
fully presented and considered with a view 
to ascertaining how far a modification may 
be absolutely required. It is doubtful 
whether the commission has the power 
to give any such 
to the existing rates 
to whether they may be 
found inconsistent with the require- 
ments of the law. Its discretion seems to 
be limited to authorizing a less charge for 
longer than for shorter distances “in spe- 
cial cases, after investigation,” This would 
seem to preclude a suspension of the opera- 
tion of the law in any case before investiga- 
tion, and it would be a violent strain upon 
the construction of the act to include all 
the east of the Mis- 
sissippi Riverin one “special case,” even 
after investigation. If the companies go 
on with their present schedules, in which it 
is admitted that a lower charge for longer 
distances is quite common, they will prob- 
ably do so at their own risk.

State or Territory.” A very large propor- 
tion therefore of local traffic will be in no 
way affected. 

The provision in regard to the short and 
long haul applies only to transportation 
which crosses State lines. Even then it 
does not affect the rates to be charged, but 
only the “‘ aggregate compensation” for the 
entiye distance, for the transportation of 
“like kind of property, under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions.” This 
phrase, “under substantially similar cir- 
cumstances and conditions,” gives elas- 
ticity to this wholee section relating to 
the long and short haul. The circumstances 
and conditions of the through business 
of the Southern railroads are not only sub- 
stantially, but wholly, dissimilar to those of 
their local traffic. The same considerations 
do not enter into the case at all, and we do 
not see that the restrictions need affect in 
any way the charges for transportation 
which is in a propersense local, except that 
in reference to that also, when it is inter- 
State in its character, the charges cannot 
be higher for.shorter than for longer dis- 
tances on the same line. The two kinds of 
traflic will stand apart, and their schedules 
of rates may be independent of each other 
without violation of the law. In regard 
to the through traffic on which low rates 
have prevailed there will be no occasion 
for conforming these to local rates, or vice 
versa; but in the transportation of like kind 
of property, as of cotton, iron, coal, or what- 
ever it may be, under the circumstances 
and conditions of this through traffic no 
discrimination can be made in favor of re- 
mote points by means of compensation act- 
ually lower in the aggregate than is received 
for points less remote. In this we can see 
no hardship or disadvantage for the rail- 
roads or for the places served by them. 

Again, the circumstances and conditions 
of railroad transportation may be substan-~- 
tially changed by the fact: of competition 
by water routes. From points affected by 


such competition the railroads may be com- 


pelled to make their rates lower than from 
intermediate places on their lines not 
affected by it, in order to get any busi- 
ness at all from those competitive 
points, and business even at the lowest 
rates may be important to them. It is 
a recognized fact that, it is often 
an advantage to a railroad to take addi- 
ional business at a rate of compensation 
below the average cost of transportation 
rather than not get it at all, as the addi- 
tional cost entailed may be even less than 
the additional revenue secured. In cases 
where the effect of competition by water 
routes is clearly manifest it may fairly be 
taken as establishing a substantial dissimi- 
larity in the circumstances and conditions 
of the traffic within the meaning and 
intent of the law. If the commission 
takes a liberal view of the qualifi- 
cations put upon the prohibition in 
regard to the long and short haul there 
will be no serious difficulty in applying it 
in a manner which will not injuriously 
affect business, and they should certainly 
seek to make such an application. The com- 
mission is not the ultimate authority in con- 
struing the law, and if occasion requires, it 
may be subjected to judicial interpretation 
inrespect to these points; but it is desirable 
that litigation for that purpose should be 
avoided if possible. 





MR. GORMAN ON REFORM. 

Senator GORMAN, of Maryland, denies 
that there is anything wrongin Maryland 
politics, and specially protests that the 
Federal appointments in that State have 
been of the proper sort. He produces along 
list of names of men who, he declares, are 
admirable men, and who, he intimates, have 
been called to the Federal service at home 
and abroad on his selection and recommen- 
dation. So far as the enumeration of these 
names has any bearing on the question of 
the badness of certain other specified 
appointments, it is the bearing of the 
testimony of the Irish witnesses who 
swore they did not see the offense 
committed. No one denies that good men 
have been appointed from Maryland. No 
one, however, believes that Mr. GORMAN is 
to be credited with many of these good ap- 
pointments. Itis,in a cheap way, shrewd 
in him to claim credit for them, but he for- 
gets that the public accepts good appoint- 
ments as a matter of course from Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. Itisthe bad ones that require ex- 
planation, and the bad ones from Maryland 
are generally charged to Senator GORMAN.

It has thisin it, however: In 
claiming credit for all the decent appoint- 
ments from Maryland he accepts the respon- 
stbility for those that are condemned. 

The President cannot be flattered by such 
asweeping claim of power and influence, 
and he is fairly warned by Mr. GorMAN 
himself of the risk run in accepting his 
advice on such subjects. Mr. GoRMAN 
boasts that he rejects the ideas of the Pres- 
ident regarding the civil service. He con- 
fesses to seeking appointments for bad men, 
He cynically justifies himself by the avowal 
of a principle wholly inconsistent with com- 
mon sense, honesty, and decency. He can- 
not hope to receive any consideration in this 
direction from the President, whom he has 
first betrayed and then publicly insulted. 

“THE EXPECTED VETO. 

If Gov. Hitt were to decide according to 
the weight of argument or on its merit the 
question of high license, to whose advocates 
and opponents he gave a hearing yesterday, 
he would be constrained to sign the 
Crosby bill. Against that measure no 
moral argument has been made, save by 
the Prohibitionists, and in their case the 
principles of the moralist have a confusing 
tendency to blend with the vagaries of the 
crank; for the rest, opposition to the bill 
has been that of personal interest, as shown 
by the liquor dealers, or of politica] inter- 
est, as already manifested by the Demo- 
cratic minorities in the Senate and As- 
sembly and about to be manifested, we fear, 
by the Governor. 

No considerations of consistency, of “‘ home 
rule,” of the rights or privileges of any com- 
munity or class, and no worthy or respect- 
able protesting interest stands in the way 
of the signing of the bill. But if report 
does him no injustice, Gov. Hiiu has 
been paying more attention to the po- 
litical effect of enacting high license than 
to the appeals of the reputable people 
of this city and Brooklyn in support 
of the bill embodying it; and 
there is reason to suppose that the 
weight and logic of the arguments made 
yesterday by Dr. Crospy, Mr. JE&Esup, 
Mr. Eaton, and Mr. PINE disappeared as 
chaff before the wind when Mr. P. C. 
MAGUIRE, with his phalanx of Knights of 
Labor, advanced to the Executive desk 
with the potent contention that the poor 
laboring man would be wronged by a 
high license law, because after ten hours of 
labor he found in a glass of liquor ‘‘a 
stimulant enervating to both mind and 
body.” 





CODES AND REPORTS. 

There is, of course, no novelty in the argu- 
ment that the common law should not be 
codified, because it is impossible ‘to express 
the law in language which somebody would 
not misunderstand or affect to misunder- 
stand. Codifiers regard this as an argu- 
ment, not against codification, but against 
putting the law ‘into words of any sort, 
spoken or written. If it be once admitted 
that the law can or should be phrased at 
all, then the question arises whether it is 
better that the phrases should be re- 
corded piecemeal and haphazard, or 
whether they should be set down in 
systematic array. It is simply to beg 
the question to regard the common law as 
unwritten. All law is written. There is 
no ‘‘unwritten” law, and questions of inter- 
pretation may arise equally in cases argued 
from the reports or from codes. 

This is very far from proving an equality 
of evils under the two systems. A common 
law decision settles nothing but the law 
under the facts of that case. Buta decision 
under a code section illumines the law of 
that topic. Only a case-hardened lawyer 
can regard codification as a question be- 
tween written and unwritten law. Itisa 
question between law well written and law ill 
written. 

Nor do codifiers accord any greater 
force to the argument that, because the 
future cannot be foreseen, codes cannot be 
adapted to future cases. Codifiers hold that 
‘codes and reports are on an equality as re- 
gards the unforeseen. When new cases 
arise common law Judges decide them upon 
legal analogies by a consideration of the 
principles governing all cases nearest sim- 
ilar, and with due regard to the “ national 
standard of justice.” That is what the 
Code Napoleon directs Judges administering 
it to do, while the Prussian Code directs new 
cases to be reserved for legislative action. 
As regards new cases codes are at no disad- 
vantage, while as regards the immeasurably 
greater number of cases under old law they 
give advantages which, in the opinion of 
friends of codification, cannot be easily es- 
timated. 

These statements seem necessary for the 
information of persons who might suppose 
codification to be unwise and unsafe be- 
cause certain eminent jurists believed it to 
be so fifty years ago for, such reasons as 
we have cited.

A LABOR CONSPIRACY. 


The preliminary examination held yester- 


day by a Police Justice of the men charged 
with conspiracy to injure Hartt, a fore- 
man in a shoe factory, bears out the story 
already published. In fact, the version pub- 
lished was so circumstantial, and was so 
eusy to coufute if it had been susceptible of 
confutation, that it seemed quite safe, in 
the absence of contradiction, to accept it as 
true. As told in court yesterday, the story 
is that Hart? discharged a man whom he 
believed to be guilty of stealing; that the 
shop was thereupon put on strike, with ade- 
mand for a reinstatement of the man dis- 
charged; that the man was thereupon rein- 
stated provisionally, and until the arrival 
of the head of the firm, who on arriving sus- 
tained his foreman and confirmed the dis- 
charge. The shop was again put on strike, 
but the demand of the strikers was changed 
from the reinstatement of the discharged 
workman to the discharge of the foreman. 
One of the committee of the Knights told 
the head of the firm that “ they wouldn’t 
let Hartt work in this city or vicinity.” 
Under this threat the employers yielded and 
discharged HARTT. 

[hese facts do not seem to be disputed. 
If they do not constitute the offense 
described by the Penal Code as conspiring 
“to prevent another from exercising a 
lawful trade or calling * * * by force, 
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threats or intimidation,” it would be impos- 
sible to find that offense exemplified. It 
appears, however, that District Assembly 
No. 91 did not stop the persecution of 
Hartr when it had prevented him from 
working “in this city or vicinity.” After 
he had been discharged he found employ- 
ment in a shoe factory in Baltimore. On 
the second day the men refused to work 
with him, having been instigated to that 
course, as they admitted, by a communica- 
tion from District Assembly No. 91. 

The offense committed in Baltimore, what-. 
ever it may be in Maryland, is not triable 
here. The facts may or may not be admis- 
sible in a trial here as showing the malice 
of the conspirators against Hartr. At any 
rate they are not only admissible, but highly 
important, as showing the spirit of thdt 
body in which Cardinal GriBBons sees noth- 
ing objectionable. There was never at any 
time or in any country a more barba- 
rous inquisition than that which: the 
Knights of Labor are trying ‘to estab- 
lish in the United States. A man who 
has made himself objectionable, for any 
reason or for none, to one district assembly 
is to be pursued and prevented from exer- 
cising his lawful trade in all placesto which 
the order extends. A band of Pi-Utes could 
not show a more relentless ferocity. To 
have quarreled with the Knights of Labor 
is to incur the penalty of death by starva- 
tion, if that ‘“‘noble and holy order’ can 
have its way. This is the practical applica- 
tion of the saying that “an injury to one is 
the concern of all.” 

Of course every believer in civilization is 
bound to withstand this revival of savage- 
ry. That adignitary of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church favors it is a fact that has more 
significance with regard to the Roman 
Catholic Church than with regard to the 
Knights of Labor. Whoever truckles to 
these persecutors plays the part of a bad 
citizen, whether he bea politician angling for 
their votes or an employer in terror of losing 
his profits. The employers who consented 
to discharge Hartt when they not only 
had no complaint to make against him, but 
when he had done them a service at a great 
risk to himself, were false to their interest 
as well as to their duty. They allowed 
themselves to be bullied into doing an un- 
just action because they thought that the 
shortest and easiest way out of a 
scrape. They are sure to find it the 
longest and hardest. An employer 
who withstands dictation in its begin- 
nings is in a better position to withstand 
it afterward. An employer who yields 
to intimidation once will find it more difii- 
cult to resist a second time. It is perhaps a 
good sign that the employers in this particu- 
lar trade have plucked up spirit enough to 
prosecute the Knights for engaging in a 
persecution that could not have succeeded 
but for the cowardice of the employers 
themselves. 


The dispute with Venezuela which is said 
to have caused the British Minister to 
withdraw from Caracas is the old one 
about the boundary of British Guiana. 
The frontier line of these British colonial 
possessions has never yet been determined. 
The dispute on the question has been not 
only with Venezuela but with Brazil, and 
it dates back several generations to the 
time of Dutch control. The British claim 
is founded largely on that of physical or 
natural boundaries, and demands in its 
extreme form the inelusion of all 
the regions drained by the waters 
which find their outlet in the river 
Essequibo. If this claim should be ad- 
mitted it would cover an area of some- 
thing like 80,000 square miles, extending 
as far as the Coryntin, which separates 
British from Dutch Guiana. But Venezue- 
la’s claim would greatly reduce this area. 
Hitherto the controversy has not been 
pushed to extremes, but some mining dis- 
soveries inthe disputed tract west of the 
Essequibo have revivedit. There. would 
seem to be a fair chance for arbitration in a 
question of this character.

WHY HE AND HIS FELLOWS ARE HELD 
PRISONERS. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.~The War Depart- 
ment takes about the same view of Mr. Herbest 
Welsh’s latest criticisms of the Government 
treatment of Chatto and his Apache friends, a3 
Was expressed a short time azo ina dispateh to 
THE TIMES, in which Mr. Welsh’s story of vicla- 
tion of taith by the Interior Department and the 


War Department was controverted. It is evi- 
dent that the War Department officers do not 
entertain the same high regard for Chatto, 
nor the same faith in the thoroughness 
of his conversion, that Mr. Weish does. Secreta- 
ry Endicott is not conscious of any purpose or 
intention on. the part of the department to act 
otherwise than in good faith, and at the same 
time for the best interests of the people who 
were long terrorized by Chatto and his braves. 
His reasons for permitting the arrest of Chatto 
and his associates and their transfer to an East- 
ern prison were set forth in his annual re- 
port. On July 4, 1886, Gen. Miles tele- 
graphed that there were strong military rea- 
80u8 for allowing a delegation of Apaches from 
Fort Apache to visit Washington in regard to 
their removal from Arizona. The President, the 
Secretary of the Interior, and the Secretary of 
War decided that they could come, the permis- 
sion being granted upon the supposition that 
they could be induced to change their abode 
without coercion, the only question remaining 
to be decided being as to when they should go. 
After the delegation had started, Gen. Miles ad- 
vised that the 500 Apaches on the reservation be 
sent to Indian Territory, and that the existing 
laws be so changed that this disposition could 
be made lezally. This proposition was declared 
impracticable, and Gen. Miles was informed on 
July 15 that military operations must proceed. 
lie was told that the law was against the pro- 
pone change, and that the Executive would not 

6 justified in requesting a change of the law. 
To put the lawless and dangerous Apaches 
among the peaceful Indians of the Indian Terri- 
tory was regarded as @ proposition of breach of 
good faith and treaty obligations, When the 
Apaches reached Washington they would not 
consent to be removed. As the Secretary said 
in his report: 

“Their sole desire was to remain where they were. 
That apparently was the object they had in view in 
coming and the assurance of the authorities here 
that they shonld not be removed was very earnestly 
sa eon In their interviéws with the President, 

he Secretary of War, and the Secretary of the In- 

terior they fin pier a desire or willingness to go 
elsewhere. No assurance was given them in any 
form of words that they should remam at Fort 
Apache.” 

The officer in charge of them found them rest- 
less and uneasy, dissatisfied with their reception 
and disappointed because they were not assured 
that they could remain at Fort Apache. On 
July 30 Gen. Sheridan said in an indorsement to 
the Secretary of War: 


“There are now on the reservation near Fort 
Apache 71 Chiricahua and Warm Spring adult male 
Indians. These are exclusive of those in this city. 
It is my belief that if the delegation which is now 
here goes back to the reservation without having 
received what they deem a most satisfactory pro- 
ise on the _ of the Government, a large number 
of those that are now peaceable will endeavor to 
ray Geronimo. I therefore recommend that author. 

ty be granted me to direct Gen. Miles to arrest all 
the male Indians now on the reservation near Fort 
Apache, and send them as prisoners to Fort Marion, 
Florida; that the delegation now here be. sent there 
eso, and that they be held at that point as prisoners 
of war until the solution of the Geronimo troubles.” 

The recommendation was approved so far as 
the removal ofthe Apaches on the reservation 
was concerned provided they could all be suo- 
cessfully secured. They were so secured and re- 
moved. It was thought that the delegation that 
visited Washington should first be returned to 
Arizona, that being the understanding when they 
came here. After theirreturn it was assuwed 
that they could be treated as the rest of the tribe 
had been treated, and be taken to Fort 
Marion. It was regarded as of the ut- 
most importance that they should not be allowed 
to confer with the Indians on the reservation 
after the latter had been arrested as the delega- 
tion contained some of the most dangerous of 
the Chiricahuas. With this intention on the 
part of the Government they started for Ariz na 
with Capt. Dorst, visiting on their way the In- 
dian school at Carlisle. They were stopped on 
their journey after leaving Carlisle and sent 
back to Fort Leavenworth. While they were 
there the Indians who were to be sent from the 
Fort Apache reservation to Florida were secured 
aud started on the way. It was thought best by the 
Lieutenant-General that the Indians at Fort 
Leavenworth, who had become turbulent and 
excited, should be sent direct from there to Fort 
Marion, and orders were issued to that effect, as 
it was not considered practicable for any of them 
to meet the other band on their journey East, as 
had been proposed. Capt. Dorst and these In- 
dians, 13 in number, together with 3 inter- 
preters, left Fort Leavenworth on the 13th of 
September, and on the 20th the department was 
advised of their arrival at Fort Marion. 

The reason given by Mr. L. Q. C. Lamar, Jr., 
in addition to those atated by the Secretary ot 
War for the transfer of the visiting delegation 
to the East, that warrants were out fur their 
arreat for murders committed, is insisted upon 
by Mr. Lamar, who saw the warrants and de- 
clares that Chatto and his band did not care to 
expose themselves to arrest under them. The 
Secretary of War says that it is not and 
has not been the purpose of the depart 
ment to keep the Apaches crowded together 
at Fort Marion. The question is what to do 
with them. They cannot, under the law, be put 
upon Indian territory, nor would it be expedient 
or safe to send them there. They are accustomed 
toand must live in a warm climate. The problem 
of the department 1s to tind a place where they 
can be properly taken care of, and where their 
presence will not be a constant menace to the 
whites or to other Tndians. 


Mr. Oscar S. Straus, the. new Minister to Tur- 
key, was to-day furnished with all the necessary 
papers accrediting him to the Sultan’s Court, 


and after final interviews with Secretary Bayard, 
the President, and Mr. 8. S.Cox, who has given him 
a great deal of valuable information and assist- 
ance, he left to-night for New-York. He expects to 
sail from New-York for England on his way to 
Constantinople on Saturday in the Aurania. 
The President received Mr. Straus and Mrs. 
Strans most cordially to-day and expressed his 
gratification at learning that the new Minister 
was showing more than the usual eagerness 
to be promptly on his way to his post of duty. 
Mr. Straus has been twice visited since he came 
here by Mavioheni Bey, the recently arrived 
Turkish Minister, and has by him been assured 
that his reception at the Turkish Court will be 
very cordial. Mavioheni Bey isa young man, 
being only 36, but he hes been for 14 yearsin 
the Turkish diplomatic service in Servia, Eng- 
land, France, and Spain. His father is Mavio- 
heni Pasha, the physician to the Sultan, and Mr. 
Straus carries a most friendly letter of intro- 
duction to him. a 
cd 

The President reads some of the paragraphs 
that describe him as being in poor health, and 
hears of others of the same sort, but he has not 


yet called in the physician who considers him 
such an alarming case, nor has he thought of 
buying a saddle horse or resorting to gymnastic 
apparatus of any kind to Increase his vigor. The 
fact is that he is not, nor has he been for many 
months, so heavy in weight as he was when he 
came from Albany. Ue has not for many years 
indulged in exercise more active than walking, 
and he has probably had more outdoor pastime 
since be became President than he has enjoyed for 
any like time in 20 years, His physical condition 
was discussed to-day at the White House when 
the “slugger,” John L. Sullivan, called to pay 
his respects. When the crowd had thinned out 
considerably Mr. Sheedy introdnced him to thea 
President, remarking that they had heard that 
he (the President) was getting ont of condition, 
and they thought they would recommend that 
he try the Sullivan administration. [he Presi 
dent replied as he looked the champion over that 
he thought one er two blows would be enough 
for nim. Snilivan, when he came out, remarked 
to a reporter thatthe President was “in very 
good condition for a man who does not exercise 
much.” He said: “He ain’tas fat as he was? 
No;T guess not. All he needs to bring the fiesh 
down 1s to take about four Turkish baths a week 
and to be well rubbed down.”

JUDGE DAVIS WELCOMED. 


HE JOINS THE REPUBLICAN CLUB ANS

James P. Foster, as President, made the first 
speech of the evening. In it he outlined the 
growth of the club, and spoke bitterly against 
the present Government of this city. “Behold 
our Mayor,” he said. ** We search 1n vain for a 
scintilla of his good government. He dared to 
repudiate the statement that we sought to close 
the accursed dives. Is the Governor any better? 
He says that to close the doorto ram requires 
special legislation, and is therefore uoconstitn- 
tional.” Mr, Foster said that the club had plenty 
of work before it, and that it was ready to meet 
any emergency. 

Elibu Root explained to Judge Davis the origin 
of the club which he was justentering. “ The 
Union League Club,” he said, *‘ is expensive, ex- 
clusive, and hasa large social element with its 
politics. Itrepresents a very small portion of 
the Republicans of New-York. is club 
is making long strides toward being a 
leading and potential influence among 
the Republicans of the city. We believe 
that all questions in American politics have 
not been solved; that ali the obstacles of free 
and constitutional government on this conti- 
nent have not been overcome; that this still 
young people is at the threshold of the difficnl- 
ties that are to come; that the great American 
experiment has not yet reached a point where it 
can be pronounced finally and conclusively auc- 
cessful. We believe that the spirit of the Re- 
publican Party, which has met the questions of 
the past, is best fitted to meet the questions of 
the future.” 

Judge Davis made a very long speech,in which 
he told the members all he knew abont the Re- 
publican Party. He thought the great ques- 
tion of the day was the hquor question, and 
Republicans must solve it. He said he had 
been talking with Senator Evarts. who declared 
that he was only awaiting an opportunity to give 
his views on the subject. Judge Davis said that 
up to the present time he had been too fettered 
by judicial duties to give much energy to the 
Republican Party.

A PRIEST TROUBLE, 


HIS ARCHBISHOP ORDERS HIM TO LEAVE 
THE DIOCESE. 

St. Louis, April 4.—A scandal that has 
been whispered in Catholic circles for the past 
two months culminated to-day in the ousting of 
Father O'Leary from the Archdiocese of Arch- 
bishop Kenrick. Father O’Leary has been a 
aympathizer with the extremists in both Knights 
of Labor and Irish Nationalists organizations. 
He was stationed at the town of De Soto, Mo., 
during the great strike on the Gould system, 
and took such an active part against the Iron 


Mountain Railroad Company that the Venerable 
Archbishop was forced to bring him up sharply. 
He gained considerable notoriety by testifying 
before the Curtin committee,in which he de- 
nounced the railroads in strong terms. His 
policy resulted in his removal from De Soto to 
Webster Grove, a suburb of this city. The parish 
was a small one, but composed of very intelli- 
gent business nen. They determined to build a 
church on the Trustee plan, and audit and settle 
for all bills themselves. Ina short time Father 
O’Leary, who opposed this plan, became 1n- 
volved in trouble with the building committee. 
Two weeks ago he struck Edward Ryan, a mem- 
ber of the committee, and the next Sunday 
denounced the committee from the altar. 
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He was removed by the Archbishop 
and subsequently delivered a_ fiery lect- 
ure before the St. Louis branch of the 


Irish National League indorsing dynamite and 
gunpowder as the proper argument to bring to 
bear on England in the present crisis. To-day 
he called on the Archbishop to request a letter 
of recommendation, as he intended to travel for 
afew weeks. He was surprised and mortified 
when he was instantly served with an ereat or- 
dering him out of the diocese. The scene was 
the most remarkable ever witnessed in the his- 
tory of the diocese. Father O'Leary is dark and 
impressive looking, and his coal black eyes 
flashed with anger as hesaid: ‘“ Your Grace, 
this is not worth the paper it’s writ- 
ten on. I will not be thus dismissed.” 
In the chair sat the aged Prelate 
looking calmly at the impassioned priest. Then 
Father O’Leary turned and left hurling his de- 
fiance back as he passed the threshold. He is a 
very determined man, and in speaking of the 
scene he said, ** I lost control of myself tor a mo- 
ment and said ‘ Your Grace, you scandalize me.’ 
He said nothing, and I have determined to ignore 
his exeat. I am the victim of a conspiracy. 
Before the Archbishop went to Baltimore I ap- 
pealed to him to’encourage the Knights, but he 
subsequently had anu interview with the 
late Mr. Hoxie, who made him believe the 
Knights onght to be suppressed, He alone in 
the council voted against the order. I think 
my testimony before the Curtin committee has 
something to do with it.” 

Father O’Leary was ordained by Archbishop 
Henrick in May, 1873, and is quite a young man. 
He was several years editor of the Catholic 
World, and was recently requested by Mr. Pow- 
derly to contribute to the Knights’ journal. His 
action in resisting the authority of the Arch- 
bishop is without precedent in the West and 
developments are anxiously awaited. . 
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STATE LEGISLATURE. 


ANOTHER LIQUOR BILL FOR THe GOV- 
ERNOR TO CONSIDER. 

ALBANY, April 4.—The bill which Gov. 
Hill declined to sign a year ago, pruhibiting the 
sale of liquor in the Capitol, was passed by the 
Senate to-night. Senator Cullen endeavored to 
arouse the sympathies of his associates by de- 
claring that if it passed a good fellow would be 


thrown out into the street, meaning the propri- 
etor of the Capitol restaurant. The bill bas 
passed the Assembly and will now go to the 
Governor. 

The Governor seems destined to be put on 
record on liquor legislation this year. Senator 
Murphy offered a factious resolution to-night, 
which is said to have been inspired by the Gov- 
ernor, calling for a committee to investigate the 
general question of an excise law for the State. 
The absurd proposition was promptly tabled. 
Its language was as follows: 


Whereas, There is serious doubt in the minds of 
many citizens well calculated to form an intelligent 
opinion on the subject whether the operation of As- 
sembly bill No. 455, known as the ‘ Crosby bill,” 
would not cause an increase of drunkenness and un- 
licensed selling of spirituous beverages. 

Whereas, A very large amount of rey would 
be destroyed or mado comparatively worthless by 
the enactment of said bill, and 

Whereas, The advocates of alternative measures 
have beeu given no suitable opportunity to be heard 
in behalf of their measures; therefore be it 

Resolved, The Assembly concurring, that a joint 
committee, consisting of twe members of the Senate 
and two members of the Assembly, with power to 
add to their number two citizens, one an advocate of 
the ae bill and one @ proper representative of 
the trade in spirituous beverages, be appointed to 
sit oe recess and investigate the general ques- 
tion of a license law for the Stato and to report at 
the next session of the Legislature. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 
The Rev. Sylvester N. Chew, of the Philadel- 


phia Methodist Episcopal Conference, died at his 


home, in Camden, N. J., on Sunday afternoon, of 
consumption, He was connected with the Philadel- 
phia Conference for 27 years. He was born in 
Gloucester County, N. J., Deo. 1, 1836, and was a 
son of the Rev. Nathan Chew, who survives him at 
the age of 91 years. 


Henry T. Goldsmith, dealer in flour at 54 
Front-street, died yesterday. He was formerly very 


active on the Produce Exchange, but for a year and 
a half has been under treatment at a private asylum 
at Canandaigua. He was abont 40 years old, and 
leaves a widow and child, who will receive $7,000 
from the Produce Exchange fund. The fiscal year 
began on April l. ‘This is the second draft upon the 
fund since then. 


The Rev. P. Franklin Jones, a Baptist clergy- 
man, known throughout the State, died suddenly at 


his residence, 326 West Twenty-fifth-street, Satur- 
/day evening. The immediate cause of death was an 
anourism of the heart. Mr. Jones was a graduate of 
Madison University and Hamilton Theological Sem- 
inary. He was Chaplain of the Twenty-first Gris- 
wand Light Cavalry, and after the war was admitted 
to the Bar, but soon re-entered the ministry. He has 
been connected with churches in this city, Port Jef- 
ferson, Baliston Spa, Catskill, Union Hill, and Ruth- 
ertord, N. J. He leaves a daughter and two grand- 
children. 


Wakeman H. Dikeman, the stock and bond 
clerk in the Finance Department, and the oidest em- 


ploye in the City Government, died yesterday at his 
home, 111 West Forty-ninth-street. He was born in 
September, 1800. A native of Bridgeport, Conn., 
he became at an early age a local preacher of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and even in 
later years he took a pride in sermonizing as oppor- 
tunity presented itself. le served also, while he re- 
mained in his native place, as Principal of the 
Bridgeport High School.

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NOT A MURDER. 


THE CORONER’S JURY FINDS THAT MRS, 
WADE KILLED HERSELF. 

The official investigation into the death 
of Mrs. Ida Wade, the stewardess of the ship 
Canara, who was found with a bulletin her 
brain on Thursday morning and who died in the 
Long Island College Hospital, was held last 
night by Coroner Rooney, of Brooklyn. With 
the Coroner was District Attorney Ridgway, and 
@ representative from the office of Howe 
& Hummel sat near Henry Wade when he 
was brought from Raymond-Street Jail. He 
was laboring under great mental excitement. 
The inquest resulted in a verdict of suicide while 
suffering from temporary insanity. District At- 
torney Ridgway, who had believed all along that 
Mrs. Wade was murdered, coincided in the ver- 
dict, which it took the jury just three minutes 
to decide npon. Wade was nearly overcome 
with excitement and hardly noticed the congrat- 
ulations of his sister-in-law. He was taken back 
to jail and will be released to-day when ar- 
raigned before Justice Massey. 

The first witness called was Capt. Israel J. 
Dexter, commauder of the Canara, who was 
awakened by Wade's cry that his wife was shot. 
He described how Wade culled him up, and how 
he found the dving woman in a room off the 
cabin. He had never seen Wade ill-treat his 
wife. George Dexter, the Captain’s son, testi- 
tied that Mra. Wade was nervous and irritable 
because she did not want to go on the voyage. 
Mrs. Devere, the woman's sister, said that Wade 
and his wife never had any serious trouble. She 
received a letter from her sister on Wednesday 
in which Mrs. Wade spoke in a very despondent 
way, and asked God to forgive her for something 
she was about to do. Dr. Joshua Van Cott, who 
performed the autopsy, testified that he discov- 
ered a condition of the body which would in- 
duce melancholia and possibly insanity. He 
thought the woman’s mental condition in life 
must have been seriously impaired, and that the 
wound which killed her was self-inflicted.

SOME CINCINNATI RUMORS. 
CINCINNATI, April 4.—It is current talk 
here that if the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is 
secured by the Ives-Staynor syndicate, the Cin- 
cinonati, Hamilton and Dayton, and the Dayton 
and Canton Road will be pledged for the de- 
ferred payments for Baltimore and Ohio stock. 
It is further stated that by the building of two 
short links the syndicate will connect with the 
Baltimore and Ohio at Parkersburg, West Va., 
and with the Indiana, Bloomington and Western, 


near Eaton, Ohio, and thus obtain a through 
line to St. Louis, independent of the Cincinnati, 
Washington and Baltimore and the Ohio 
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and Mississippi Road, one of which 
has already passed under the’ control 
of English security holdera, and _ the 


other is said to be liable to the same change. 
The advantage claimed for the new line, if this 
arrangement is carried out, is that it will pre- 
sent lighter grades, and will command Colum- 
bus, Springfield, Dayton, Indianapolis, and oth- 
er traffic for St. Louis from points not now 
reached. Business to and fromthe West, it is 
said, will be taken careof by the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé interest. If such an ar- 
rangenient is carried out it will probably give 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and, Dayton Road an 
entrance to the union passenger station, which 
will be to that road, with its heavy commuter 
business, an important advantage.

THE PROTESTING MERCHANTS. 

“When we organized,” said Mr. W. L. 
Strong, Chairman of the Dry Goods Dealers’ 
Committee, yesterday, ‘we stated our protests 
against the new trunk line freight classification 
to Commissioner Fink, and asked to be given an 
opportunity to state our case. His reply stated 
that nothing could be done immediately. Then 


some members of our committee preferred to 
present our grievances to the railroads’ Classifi- 
cation Committee before going before the Inter- 
State Commissioners. Others wanted to go be- 
fore them immediately. That was the great 
point of difference, the jobbers being the ones 
who favored immediate recourse to the Commis- 
sioners. We expect the Classification Commit- 
tee to meet some time next week, and before 
that it is not likely that there will be much for 
us to do.” 

The jobbers, however, are still firmin their 
belief that they should be allowed to ship goods 
in assorted packages at the same rates as in the 
original bales. Some of those who subscribed to 
the fund to back up the Trade Committee say 
they will withdraw their subscriptions if they 
do not carry their point. The distinction be- 
tween original and assorted packages they re- 
gard as radically unfair to the jobbers. No 
meetings were held by the committee yesterday. 


UNDER THE NEW LAW. 
Commissioner Fink’s office bade good-bye 
to the great trunk line pool yesterday, for at 
midnight last night the inter-State commerce 
law put an end to all pools. Mr. Fink spenta 
good part of the day poring over figures, and 
everybody else about the office looked at matters 


philosophically. This morning the Trunk Line 
Association will begin business at the old stand. 

Inter-State passenger tariffs were posted in all 
the railroad offices yesterday, except those of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, That company’s agents 
expected their cards to arrive from Balti- 
more, but none came. Asthe new law goes into 
effect to-day, it is certain that new rates will 
have to be adopted, but what they will be none 
of the company’s agents in New-York knew yes- 
terday. Most of the people who expected to 
start for the West this morning over the Balti- 
more and Ohio intended to get their tickets yes- 
terday, but none were to be had for trains leay- 
ing after midnight. 
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NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 
To-day may bring an important change in the 

manner of conducting the sale of tickets to the 

West in Castle Garden. The New-York, Ontario 


and Western Roaa is understood to have given 
notice that it will stop selling its tickets through 
the joint agency atthe Garden. If it does it will 
naturally establish its own agency on the premises. 
The change may also result in unsettling immigrant 
rates. At the company’s office yesterday mrogertes 
was told that if the change was to be made all 
knowledge of it was confined to the heads of the de- 
partment. 


An important railroad connection was reported 
yesterday by which new iron and coal regions in the 
Cumberland Mountains will be put in the way of 


speedy development. The Louisville and Nashville 
and Norfolk and Western Roads intend to con- 
nect in the Clinch River Valley. Already the Louis- 
ville and Nashville has penetrated eastward from 
the Knoxville branch with encouraging results. It 
wil) be necessary for each of the roads to build about 
100 miles further. Then the new regions will have 
outlets in both directions. 

It was understood in Wall-street yesterday 
that a basis of settlement had been reached between 
the Jersey Central and Reading Railroad Companies 
whereby the long, costly, and complicated contests 
over the relations of these companies were to be 
euded.

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CHARITY LOSING A HELPER 


THE DEATH OF MISS CATHA- 
RINK DL. WOLKE. 

WHE END OF A LINGERING ILLNESS—A 
LIFE WHICH WILL BE REMEMBERED 
FOR CONSTANT BENEFICENCE. 

Catharine Lorillard Wolfe died at 6:40 
‘a’clock yesterday morning at her residence 13 
Madison-avenue. The end came calmly and 
peacefully, and she passedaway without a strug- 
gle. In fact throughout all her long illness from 
Fright’s disease she suffered very little. She 
Was in her fifty-ninth year. 

When it became evident that death was very 
near, the members of the family and the servants 
were summoned to the bedside. Dr. Hunting- 
ton, Rector of Grace Church, had arrived some 
time before and administered the last rites of 
the church. There were present when Miss 
Wolfe breathed her last, the Rey. Dr. Hunting- 
ton, Dr. Helmuth, Mr. D. W. Bishop, and his wife 
and children; Miss Bruce, who attended upon 
and nursed Miss Wolfe throughout her long 
Yiiness, and the servants of the household, 
who were deeply attached to their mistress. One 
of these, Miss Wolfe’s maid, bas been in the 
lady’s service for the past 30 years, and Miss 
Wolfe regarded her and treated her more asa 
daughter than a servant. Her health and spit- 
its have been -seriously affected by the shock. 
All her servants, said one of the family last 
night te a reporter of Tur Times, feel that they 
Dave lost their best friend. She was always kind 
and considerate to each one of them, as indeed 


she was to all with whom she was brought in 
contact. 

Itis not known by any member of the family 
whether or not Miss Wolfe left a will, although 
the weicht of opmion is that she made a will 
swhich at present reposes safely in the possession 
ether lawyer, Albon P. Man. It is impossible to 
pay at ‘present whether she made any gifts of 
money or other property during her illness. 
Miss Brace, who was Miss Woife’s constant com- 
panien during her illness, was a great favorite 
Wits the dead woman, and will no doubt be re- 
membered generously if this has not already 
bepn done. [n regard to the report which has 
deen circulated that Miss Wolfe had lodged 
$600.000 with Assistant Bishop Potter which 
‘was to be used in the construction of a Protest- 

mt Episcopal Cathedral in this city, it was said 

t night that Miss Wolfe had never communti- 
gated any such intention to any of her relatives. 

The funeral services will be held Thuraday 
morning, at 10 o’clock, at Grace Church, Broad- 
way and Tenth-street. Bishcp Potter, assisted 
by the Rector, the Rev. Dr. Huntington, will 
conduct the services and possibly deliver an 
pddrecss. 

Miss Wolfe will be remembered, as she has 
been known, chiefly because of her enormous 
benefactions. For 15 years she has given away 
‘an average of fully $200,000 a year. If it shail 
de found that the aggregate exceeded $4,900,000, 
those who knew how generous she was will not 
be surprised. Her work was through the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Chureh in great part, although 
many of her important benefactions for which 
she will be most gratefully remembered by the 
people of this city were undertaken independ- 
ently of the church. 

The name of Miss Wolfe was first known two the 

neral public after the death of her father, Join 

avid Woife, in 1872. Before that she led the 
life of a dutiful and devoted daughter. From 
infancy her surroundings were elegant. There 
was wealth in abundance in both branches of 
her family. Her father made asuccess of busi- 
ness in early life, and by — investments 
in real estate found himself in the prime of life 
with possessions of large and ever-growing 
value. Her mother was Dorothea Ann Loril- 
lard, sister of the second Peter Lorillard, and the 
wealth she inherited was vastly increased by the 
Same easy process. Both of the varents be- 
lieved in holding what they bought, and the 
Wealth of each grew in the phenomenal way 
that has been related of several realestate fort- 
unes in this city. The best education that 
could be had was given to Miss Wolie, who be- 
came an only child in early youth by the death 
of a sister. Her education in this country was 
improved by visits abroad, which she made quite 
often tncompany with her parents. She acquired 
and cultivated a strong taste for art, and as 
long as 25 or 30 years ago was admittedly 
one of the most accomplished young women 
in New-York society. Theu her mother died, 
and she associated herself more closely than 
before with her father and his undertakings. 
Miss Catharine was then about 25 years old. 
Whether or not her interest in public chari- 
ties was stimulated by a desire to occupy her 
thonghts with matters of wide and general scope 
in order that there might be the least possible 
room for reflections lessimpersonal is now of 
little moment. Society people have always 
understood that she had aromance, and her 
father’s willimplies asmuch. But whatever the 
fact, it has not been discussed for many years. 


Her great interest in what her father did surely 


sprang somewhatif not wholly from her devotion 
tohim. He was a very charitable man and was 
interested in a large number of beneficent enter- 
prises. He wanted what he did to have more 
than an immediate effect upon beneficiaries, and 
80 Was disposed to turn his attention to projects 
for education: A good deal of time and iabor 
were needed to systematize charities so directed. 
A daughter’s sympathetic help at such a tims 
comforted the father’s last years. 

Her father’s death in 1872 left her prepared 
to carry on his benefactions. She knew what 
his desires and practices had been, and at once 
pencoenes. to carry them out. Indeed, from the 

ginning her benefactions exceeded her fath- 
er’s, as she had also a fortune left by her mother 
to draw upon. The cause of education found in 
her a most liberal friend. The West and South 
fared especialiy well at her hands, but by no 
means to the exclusion of the North and East. 
Bhe was a guiet helper. When a case of need 
caine to her notice she responded invariably if 
she thought it worthy. Sometimes months 
passed without any one knowing of her gift ex- 
cept those immediately concerned. Many a 
school was bolstered, many a missionary was 
Started on his labors, and many a church was 
saved through her timely help. She was impor- 
tuned endiessly for money, as her father bad 
been before her, until at last she was forced to 
direct nearly all her gifts through the church 
authorities. 

Some of her gifts within two years indicate 
how little regard she had for money when she 
set her heart on accomplishing anything. she 
began by buying for Grace Church the premises 
known as 90 Fourth-avenue. This purchase was 
made in order that the church might feel forever 
secure against any nuisance abutting its prop- 
erty. Then she bought the premises 29 Lafa- 
yette-place, 40 feet front and 130 feet deep, and 
lor a year repairs and alterations huve been in 

rogress at her expense to cunvert the building 
nto a working headquarters for the Assistant 
Bishop and the clergy of the diocese. An office 
for the Assistant Bishop, business rooms, and 
accommodations for mission workers and others 
will be included in the building. Within a year 
also she has bought the church building in Mul- 
berry-street that has since been converted into 
What is known as the Italian Mission, handing 
over the title to Wardens aud Vestrymen select- 
ed by the Assistant Bishop. These three gifts 
alone have involved an outlay within a single 

ear of certainly not less than $250,000, No one 
ut her accountant and berself kuow how much 
else she gave awWay in the same period. 

This period was not exceptional. Shewoula 
spend a small fortune at one stroke of her pen if 
she thought it necessary to accomplich a worthy 
object. Once she becaine interested in establish- 
ing @ home for inourables. Without delay she 
bought 13 acres at Fordham, which had been the 
homestead of Jacob Lorillard—an expeusive 
— of property—and turned it over to the 

‘rustees of the present home. In connection 
with her educational yifts she has transferred 
to one of the colleges a permanent fund, the in- 
come of which is to be applied to the education 
of young men selected by the President of the 
college with special reference to their supposed 
aptitude for mission work in the South. A Lome 
for consumptives has been one of the objects of 
her special favor. She was a contributor iu 
various amounts, indeec, for a serivs of years to 

7a mujority of the better kuown charities of the 
sity. 

Oue of her gifts that will be always valued 
highly for its lasting infiuence for good upon 
touititudes of people isthe collection of shells 
and the library on couchology at the American 
Museum of Natural History. Goth the collec- 
tion and the library are rare and valuable. Muss 
Wolfe gave them to the museum as a memorial 
to her father, who was the first President of the 
fXuseum. With the gift as she made it she pro- 
vided also for further collections of shells and of 
Valuable books. That has been going on ever 
since. She was quite proud of this gift, amd vis- 
ited the museum often when in bealth to see 
what could be done toimprove it. Another of 
her benefactions outside the church was the 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, a spleudid home for 
Bast side boys at the corner of East Broadway 
aud Gouverneur-strect. : 

Her pride in Grace Uhurch, which she attend- 
ed, led her into lavish expenditures to add 
to its attractiveness. The vestry room, which 
is a gem of its kind, was built by her. When the 
bew steeple was talked about and $70,000 was 
yet needed for it she sentina chock for that 
Bimount. A handsome memorial window in the 
church was put in by herself. She was very 
geavrous in her endowment of the mission 
church, on West Fourteenth-street, and when it 
Was completed she set aside two buildings in the 
rear, Ou Thirteenth-street, the reuls of which 
have since been devoted to the maintenance of 
the church. The new American Protestant Epis- 
¢opal Church in Paris always interested her, as 
it was regarded in one sense as the Paris braneh 
of Grace Church. It is estimated that ber gifts 
to that chureh alone were probably as much us 
$200,000. Among her other large gifts abroad 
were for the American Church at Rome, the 

schoo] at Athens, and for the Wolfe expedition 
to Babylonia. 

While spending all this money for others Miss 
Wolfe passéd her lust year with more property 
at Ler control than ever before. She provided 
herselr with 12 acres of land at Newport ata 
Cost of $200,000 and spent close to 500.000 for 
® Villa and other improvements. She kept an 
elegant place at Throw’s Neck, where her facher 
usually summered, the only use of which to her 

Was that it supplied her magnificent house at 
On-sauare and Kast Twenty-Lourth-street 
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went frequently to Europe and employed con- 
nvisseurs to gather art treasures for her for the 
adornment of her home. Rare and beautiful 
paintings are scattered over the houses at 
Madison-square and at Newport. Jokn 
her uncle, was of great assist- 
ance to her in buying ictures, as he 
was an excellent amateur judge, and she fol- 
lowed implicitiy his advice when it was avail- 
able. Herown judgment was also of no mean 
order, and while she usually deterred to experts 
during her visits abroad, she Was generally cor- 
rectin her unaided estimate of artistic merit. 
Her uncle was the owner of Bouguereau’s 
‘* Nymphs and Satyr,” which Edward 8S. Stokes 
bought for tho Hoffman House at the sale of the 
Wolfe collection at Chickering Hall. He owned 
also the well known picture of figures in a swing, 
which has been reprinted in various forms. 
After his death Miss Wolfe’s purchases were dis- 
continued, She had already spent more than 
$500,000 in pictures, and owned works of the 
leading artists of the world. 

Among the finest of the collection were Meis- 
sonier’s **‘ Horsemen ;” “ Prayer in the Morgue,” 
by J. L. Gérdme; “The Guard of Honor 
Chargin the Fleeing Cossacks, 1814,” by 
Edouard Detaille; “ Weaning the Calves,” 
by Rosa Bonheur; “ Palace Reale, Venice,” 
by M. Rico; “Flowers and Fruits,” by 
Preyer; ‘* Mont de Piété,” by Munkaesy; “ Turk- 
ish Dancing Girl,” by Cabanel; * Cattle Group,” 
by Troyon; “ Arab Horseman,” by Fromentin; 
* Head of a Young Girl,” by G. Jacques; * Monk 
Playing a Violin,” by Tony Robert Fleury; 
« Abandoned,” by Schreyer; “* Villed@’Avray.” by 
Corot; ‘St. Mareo, Venice,” by Ziem; “ The 
Album,” by R. de Madiazo; **The Proposal,” by 
Meyer von Bremen; ‘The Christian Martyr,” 
by Gabriel Max; ‘‘ The Holy Family,” by Knaus; 
a portrait of herself by Cabanel; “ The Sick 
Minstrel Boy,’ by Louis Gallait; ‘“ Brother and 
Sister,” by Bouguereau. The collection con- 
tains, also, many cabdinet paintings, interior 
views by von Bremen and other noted painters 
of small pictures, and several fine pictures by 
Pomingo and others of bis class. Jules Breton, 
whose ** Communicants” brought $45,000 at the 
Morgan sale, is also represented in her collec- 
tion. 

When at home Miss Wolfe went into society 
and entertained in a quiet way. Allof these ex- 
penses and the gift of perhaps $4,000,000 be- 
sides could not eta her fortune from grow- 
ing, the growth being represented not only in 
values, but in increased holdings of real estate. 
Her fortune may be put at from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000. She was credited with an income 
of $500,000 a year, of which she must have 
saved at least $100,000 a year. 

Miss Wolfe inherited from her mother and 
father directly by will one-quarter of each of 
their fortunes. The other legacies reduced the 
fortunes of the parents so that the daughter's 
quarter in each case amounted to about half of 
the residue of the two fortunes, All that was 
left beyond her immediate legacies was put in 
trust for her. She was to enjoy the income and 
have power to dispose of the principal by will. 
If she failed to make such disposal by will the 
trust portion of her father’s estate was to go 
to the children of his two sisters, and the 
trust portion of her mother’s estate was to go 
to relatives of the Lorillard branch of the 
family. It is believed that Miss Wolfe’s chari- 
table desires have led her to avail herself of 
her right to dispose by will of the bulk of 
the combined fortunes, and as there are no 
relatives who can be helped by bequests it is 
said that the bulk of the fortune will be devoted 
to public purposes. 

Miss Wolfe wasa most quiet and unassuming 
person andhad no eccentricities of hamt or 
character. Herfriends knew her as a refined 
lady. She was en Sag egg tas and could be easily 
influenced to charity by friends, although fre- 
quent missteps made her cautious of late years. 
She used to say she did not care how much 
money she gave away if she could feel it was 
given toa worthy object. She treated her large 
income as in one sense a trust, which slie was 
ready to distribute for the elevation of those 
whom the money might reach. It annoyed her 
excessively, however, when she had reason to 
think that any of her benefactions had been un- 
worthily applied. 

Her habits were sociable, and she enjoyed 
nothing so well as to have her home filled with 
friends. She was rarely without guests. Until 
the Summer of 1886 she enjoyed fair health. It 
was upon her return from Newport in Septem- 
ber that she was taken ill with the disease which 
finally resulted fatally. 
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LABOR ON TRIAL FOR 
CONSPIRACY, 

O. M. Hartt, who wasa foreman at the 
shoe manufactory of Gardiner & Estes, in this 
city, was discharged in February on the demand 
of a district assembly of the Knights of La- 
bor. A short time ago he caused the arrest on 
charge of conspiracy of some of the members 
of the Executive Committee of Assembly No. 91. 
These men were held over for an examination, 
which began yesterday at the Yorkville Police 
Court before Justice Solon B. Smith. Their 


names are George T. Worley, James McDonnell, 
John A. Campbell, John Foster, and J. E, Gill. 
Phillips & Avery acted as counsel for Hartt 
and Louis F. Post for thedefendants. Hartt tes- 
tified that threats had been made against bim at 
different times by Gill, Foster, aud McDon- 
nell, but that none had been made in 
his hearing. He had heard nothing to 
make him think that he was generally kuown as 
a ‘* scab foreman,” and had vever tried to change 
shops where he worked from “union” to * acab.” 
When he leftaformer place he had been pre- 
seuted with a gold-headed cane as a token of 
esteem from the men who had worked under 
him. Charles A. Estes, of Gardiner & Estes, tes- 
tified that a committee of which sume of the de- 
fendants were members bad waited upon him in 
January, after the strike at his shop had been in 
progress some time, and announced to him that 
the shop would not be allowed to go on with its 
work until three foremen, Hartt, Waldron, and 
Fuller, were discharged, and Potter, a may who 
had been discharged by the firm on account of 
alleged dishonesty, was reinstated. 

The members of a committee from the Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association which had been ap- 
pointed by the association to assist in adjusting 
the difficulties which Gardiner & Estes were hav- 
ing with the union also testified that the de- 
feudants present had at three different meetings 
with them made demands that Hartt should be 
discharged before the strike, whiclr lasted six or 
eicht weeks, should be stopped. No spevific 
charges were made at these meetings against 
Hartt, but he was denounced as the enemy of 
organized labor. Hartt further testitied that he 
had gone to Baltimore March 2, and, after ob- 
taining work there at the factory of Hess Broth- 
ers, had been discharged through the efforts of 
the labor organization influenced by District No. 
91, of this city. Mr. Gardiner, of Gardiner & 
Estes, testified that Hartt had been discharged 
because the men would not work until Hartt 
was out of the shop. The hearing was adjourned 
until Monday, April11, at 10:30 A. M., atthe 
Yorkville Police Court. 
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SOON FOLLOWING HIS WIFE. 

Francis Gerry Fairiield, a newspaper 
writer for 20 years, died yesterday morning at 
the Southern Boarding House, at Forty-second- 
street and Third-avenue. He was taken there 
on Wednesday last, when very ill. His wife 
Josephine came down that day from Morrisania, 
where she had been visiting, also much broken 
in health. She died Friday unattended. Mr. 
Fairfield did not know of her death, not having 
left the hotel. Sunday night he seemed to be 
doing well. Yesterday morning early he was 
found dead. In both cases death resulted from 
natural causes, 

Mr. Fairtield had a varied life. He was edu- 
cated for the ministry aud took a diploma at the 
UWartwick Theological Seminary, after which he 
occupied fur two years the pulpit of the Lu- 
theran church at Waterloo, in this State. That 
life soon became distasteful to him, and he 
abandoned it for newspaper work. His first 
connection was with the Duily \ ews, of this city. 
Then he shifted tothe World and then to the 
Herald, Afterward he joined the staffot Tus 
TIMES and became a special writer and contrib- 
utor to various periodicals, Of late years he de- 
voted himself solely to special writing. He was 
clever aud original in verse as weli as in prose. 
During his newspreper work he found time to 
cultivate specialties. He took great interest in 
the microscope, inventing an improvement from 
which he was led to expect meh reward. He 
studied veterinary surgery also. One of thecity 
colleges gave him a degree, The body was taken 
last evening to Stafford, Conn., his native place. 
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WOULD MONOPOLIZE THE FORGER. 

Somebody told Manager A. M. Palmer, of 
the Madison-Square Theatre, a few days ago that 
Pauline Markham had said that she had written 
a play called ‘Jim, the Forger;” that Jim, the 
Penman,” was nothing beside it, and that she 
would produce it in a tour through this country, 
to the great emolument of herself and the cha- 
grin and envy of all other inanagers and stars. 

Thinking that there might be a portiou of 
truth in the statement Mr. Palmer applied to bis 
lawyer, ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer, That 
gentleman walked into the Court of Common 
Pleas yesterday morning and procured from 
Judge Allen an injunction restraining Miss 
Markham from “producing anywhere in the 
United States the play now, and for a long time 
previous, successfully running at the Madison- 
Square Theatre, known as ‘ Jim, the Penman;’ 
or from producing any play called ‘Jim, the 
Forger;’ orany play whichis an adaptation of 
or similar in plot to the play of that name.” Mr. 
Palmer asserts that he and Mr. Overton bought

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FIGHTING THE ARCHBISIIOP 


DR. BURTSELL’S LOSS OF HIS 
DIOCESAN HONORS. 

HIS RECENT ACTS BELIEVED TO BE A 
MOVE IN A CONTEST OF CERTAIN 
PRIESTS AGAINST THEIR SUPERIOR. 

The Rev. Dr. Richard Lalor Burtsell, 

Rector of the Church of the Epiphany, in Second- 

avenue, near Twenty-first-steet, has been re-

day night last and his published comments on 
the suspended priest's case two days after. He 
has not been suspended from his Rectorship, nor 
will he be if he perseveres in his present at- 
titude, which is one of submission and silence. 
Dr. Burtsell is not one of the irremévable 
Rectors, and his transfer could have been easily 
accomplished had it been desired. But the char- 
acter of his offense was not sufficient to warrant 
it. The meeting between him and the Arch- 
bishop after his public expression of sympathy 
with Dr. McGiynn is reported to have been quite 
dramatic. When asked why he interfered in a 
quarrel that was nothis own, he replied that 
he thought Dr. MeGlynn’s case was DOW 
out of the Archbishop's jurisdiction and 
in the hands of Rome, and open = miat- 
ter for discussion. The Archbishop, losing 


for the moment his suavity of manner, said: 
« But Nate case is not ontof my hands.” Dr. 
Burtsell, since he received this warning and 
was deprived of his official position, has been 
most prudent and denies himself to reporters. 
The discipline to which he has been subjected is 
nearly as heavy as that of temporary suspension 
in the cave of a priest without titles. Diocesan 
oflice is a mark of trust and honor, and its dep- 
rivation a sign that these have been forfeited. 
Dr. Burtsell, while just as liberal in his ideas, 
is mucl more cautious and less pugilistic than 
Dr. McGlynn. 

It igs believed by those in possession of the 
facts that his and Dr. Curran’s recent public 
utterances on the McGlynn case were really part 
of a preconcerted programme to exasperate the 
Archbishop and get him, in his disciplining of 
them, to commit some technical error which 
would give them the advantage. If Dr. Burtsell 
had been suspended he would not, like Dr. Mc- 
Glynn, have refused to obey. but would have 
submitted and appealed the case to Rome, Thus 
he would have had every technical advantage on 
his side, and his case would not have been 
prejudiced by insubordination. In a country 
which is still to a large extent a missionary one 
and where priests have had little opportunity 
for long courses of study, Dr. Burtsell is gener- 
ally esseemed a skillful canonist, and in ecclesi- 
astical trials has undertaken to defend priests 
agaipst their Bishops. A memorable case in 
which he took part was that of the Rev. J. Crim- 
mins, of Brooklyn, against his Bishop, John 
Loughlin. Father Crimmins went South for his 
health, and during his absence oneof the curates, 
with the consent of the Bishop, put up anew 
parochial residence. Father Crimmins on his re- 
turn said the new rectory was unnecessary and 
repudiated the debt contracted for it. The Bish- 
op then removed him, but he appealed to Rome 
and was sustained and reinstated. Dr. Burtsell 
drew up the ogra gide of the case. 

Dr. Burtsell is one of the original members of 
what was known among the priests as the liber- 
al club or clique. It comprised at the start the 
Rev. Thomas Farrell, formerly Pastor of St. 
Joseph 's, now deceased, who was its originator; 
Dr. MeGlynn, the Rev. Dr. Burtsell, the Rev. 
James Nilan, of Poughkeepsie, and the Kev. 
Sylvester Malone, of Brooklyn. All these cler- 
gymen believed that the Church should conform 
and adjust itself to the spirit of the age and 
country, and were minimizers in theology. They 
did not favor the temporal power of the Pope, 
and were inolined to bring down his infallibility 
to the narrowest lines of dogmatic teaching. 
Some of them even advocated the say- 
ing of mass and the other prayers 
of the eburch in English instead of Latin, 
and prophesied that the day would come when 
priests would discard vestments and wear citi- 
zen’s dress when celebrating. The majority of 
them were Republicans. One of their hobbies 
was a separate churchin New-York for the ne- 
groes, which they subsequently established. They 
inoculated younger priests with these theories, 
but up to the present they have not succeeded in 
securing any considerable following. Dr. Burtsell 
was as radical as any, and at the present time is 
contributing to the New-York Tablet, a Catholic 
weekly, a series of articles on * The Canonical 
Standing of Priests,’ in which he attempts to 
cut down the authority of Bishops to an almost 
imperceptible point. He claims that a Bishop 
cannot sven 80 much as transfer a curate, of 
himself, and that itis only when a priest desires 
to leave a diucese that his superior can act. 


NEW BROOKLYN ROADS. 


RIVAL COMPANIES SEEKING FRANCHISES 
FROM THE ALDERMEN, 

The proposition to build a railroad 
through Montague-street, Brooklyn, from Court- 
street to Wall-Street Ferry, has aroused opposi- 
tion already, although the Brooklyn Heights 
Railroad Company was organized only a few 
days ago. The Directors of the company, which 
is capitalized at $150,000, met yesterday and 
elected these officers: President—S. B. Chitten- 
den, Jr.; Vice-President—John J. Pierrepont; 
Treasurer—Michael Chauncey; Secretary—G. 
W. Chauncey. The Executive Committee con- 
sists of M. Chauncey, Otto Witte, and W. A. 
Brown. The company isan outgrowth of the 
Brooklyo Heights Cable Company, organized a 
year ago, but after examining various systems, 
the Directors concluded that electricity would 
muake a better motive power than a cable, so the 
term cable was discarded. 

A petition trom the Nassau Cable Company 
for a franchise to operate a cable road over 
eight different routes in the city was read at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Brooklyn Aldermen and 
referred to the Railroad Committee. One of the 
proposed reads runs from Court-street, through 
Montague, to Wall-street Ferry, and the follow- 
ing lines are proposed as branches: 

From Fulton Ferry, on Fulton-street <nd Colum- 
bia Heights, to Middagh-street, to Hicks-street, and 
on Hicks to Montague street; from bridge entrance 
along Sands aud Fniten to Middagh street; from 
Montague and Clinton, on Clinton, Schermerhorn, 
to Flatbush-avenue; on Lafayette-avenue to Kos- 
suth-street, and Bushwick-avenue to East New- 
York-avenue; from Flatbush. and Fourth-avenne, 
on Fourth-avenue, Prospect-avenue, Eighth-ave- 
nue, Twentieth-street to the steam railway; on 
Broadway, from the ferries to Third-street, Division- 
avenue, sedford-avenne, Douglass-street, the Plaza, 
Union strect, Fourth-avenue, and on Union-street to 
Hamilton Ferry; from Bedford-avenue and Douglass- 
atreet, on Bedtord to the city line and on Lefferts- 
street to the station at Flatbush; from Bedford. 
aveuve and Douglass-street, on Douglass-street to 
the city line, ani thence to the Plank road; from 
Fourth and Prospect avenues, along Fourth-aveuue 
to Tweuty-sixth-street, and thence to the steam 
railroad on Fifth-avenne.

HE TELLS THE BACON COMMITTEE 
ABOUT THE $500 CHECK, 

Police Sergeant Sheridan, of the Twelfth 
Precinct, Brooklyn, expressed a desire to make 
an explanation before the Bacon investigating 
committee yesterday, and was permitted todo 
so. Several bank officers had already given 
testimony showing that the five-hundred-dollar 
check, the disposition of which Sheridan refused 
to tell of on Saturday, was indorsed by Thomas 
R. Smith, the person who was present with him 
when he got paid for his farm and accompanied 
him from the Court House to the street. They 
had also shown that the same person’s name 
appeared on the backs of checks paid to

When Sheridan 
resumed the stand he assumed a very humble 
and apologetic tone and. with tears running 
down his cheeks, said he did not know on Satur- 
day that the committee had the power to compel 
an auswer, and his reason for declining to testi- 
fy was his disinclination to speak publicly about 
his private business. Hehad given T. R. Smith 
the $500 in fulfiliment of an agreement to pay 
him that sum if Smith obtained for him $4,000 
for his farm, 

The committee examined President George G. 
Herman and Medical Superintendent James A. 
Blanchard, of the Inebriates’ Home, regarding 
its management, City Auditor Rutan, his dep- 
uty, William D. Cornell, and ex-Auditor Voege 
testified concerning the volume of. work done in 
the Auditor’s department, the committee desir- 
ingto make the point that the Deputy Auditor 
did allthe work and that the head of the office 
could be dispensed with without injury to the 
service.

He tried to 
have their marriage annniled in New-Jersey 
upon frivolous grounds, and several times tried 
to entrap her, since she has been in New-York, 
in order to make out a plausible case of infidelity 
against her. She says that he gets $1,400 a year 
as Postmaster of Babylon, and that he clears 
$3.700 a year from his stationery store. The 
husband admits his income, but says that he is 
badly loaded down with debts. 

Judge Donohue will decide upon the alimony 
in a few days.

LIVELY TIMES IN GRAVESEND. 

After the election for Justice of the Peace 
in Gravesend to-day the citizens of thattown 
will hold their annual meeting, and some fun is 
expected. The Citizens’ Association, which has 
been fighting John Y. McKane and his Commis- 
sioners, has been considerably strengthened 
during the past year, and its members are going 
to try and find out what becomes of their money 
under MeKane’s management. McKane has 


used every exertion to capture the meeting, and 
his opponents admit that he will probably do 
it, but there will be a big struggle. 
McKane has prepared a series of resolutions 
which one of his henchmen will introduce, 
asking the Legislature to pass the Gravesend 
sewer and police bills, and deploring the meth- 
ods resorted to by two of the Brooklyn news- 
papers, Audrew R. Culver, and others to divert 
the attention of the legislators from the true 
merits of the measures. This 1s an attempt to 
force from the meeting a roundabout vindica- 
tion of MeKane’s action in going to Aibany with 
John J. O’Brien, “* Mike” Norton, and a lawyer 
to lobby these bilis through the Legislature. 
The resolutions will probably be adopted, but 
not until one of the Citizens’ Committee has 
tried to get McKane to explain why he told his 
lawyer to make out a bill for $1,000 for services 
aud send it to the townauthborities of Gravesend.

MR. FLYNN’S GUARANTEE. 
““¥ AM THE CONSTRUCTION COMPANY” 
THE WORDS HE USED. 


After the lawyershad had their wonted dis- 
pute about the relevancy of testimony and the 
method of taking it, yesterday, in the McMahon- 
Flynn subway suit ex-Senator T. C. E. Eccle- 
sine, the counsel for Mr. McMahon, took the wit- 
ness chair. He said he knew the history of the 
whole matter from its inception to the present 
In May, 1886, he sought an interview with Jus- 


tice W. H. Kelly, Flynn’s companion in the busi- 
ness. 


“IT told him,” said Mr. Ecclesine, “that I 
thought it best to see him about my client’s 
rights before beginning an action. I told him 


how Mr. McMahon had suggested the plan and 
how the company bad been organized with his 
assistance. I showed that Flynn serene y 
had tried to do McMahon out of nis rights. He 
said he would see Mr. Fiynn. ragyeney pont he 
met me and reported that Flynn said McMahon 
was all wrong in his suspicion and that his in- 
terests would not suffer. I saw Mr. Flynn, and 
he told me he had about concluded to sell out to 
the Johnstone people, and asked me if I didn’t 
come from them, I replied that [came from 
Mr. McMahon. Then Mr. Flynn said, ‘ You tell 
McMahon to keep his shirton. I never intended 
to leave him out of this matter. His complaint 
about my going behind his back is not so.’ 
He added that hoe was willing to do any- 
thing to keep faith with MeMahon and asked me 
what he expected. I told him he wanted a tenth 
interest. I told him we wanted a written con- 
tract. He objected to giving one-tenth, but said 
he would allow a substantial interest. He said 
Kelly represented the Dorsett interest and he 
represented the Construction Company. I asked 
him how we could know that he stood for the 
Construction Company, and he said, putting his 
hand on my shoulder, ‘Tom, what was it the 
King of France said about the State? You re- 
member—well, I am the Construction Company.’ 
T said, ‘ Well, if that’s so, it’s all right.’ They told 
ine they wou!d give McMahon $5,000 in cash and 
$50,000 in stock. Finally, just betore the con- 
tract was signed, McMahon said he wanted $300,- 
000 in shares, or one-tenth of the capital stock 
of $3,000,000. Flynn offered $250,000. He 
wanted to give a call on the stock, but I objected 
because the stock was not listed. The cuntract 
was finally signed at that figure—$250,000,” 

The contract was introduced inevidence. The 
counsel for the Subway Company objected to it 
on the ground thatit was not binding on them 
aud because it was irrelevant. 

‘In what capacity,” asked one of the lawyers, 
“did Judge Kelly sign?” 

“As the representative of the Dorsett Com- 
pany. He said so.” 

The hearing will be resumed before Commis- 
sioner Shields to-morrow morning at 11 o’clock. 


BURGLAR HENRY IN A RAGE. 
Burglar William Henry created a sensa- 
tion in the Brooklyn Sessions Court yesterday, 
where he had been arraigned for sentence. When 
Judge Moore asked Henry what he had to say 
the iatter handed up a letter in which he denied 


that he was “Dick” Jennings, of Dayton, Ohio, 
as the Chief of Police of that town had stated. 
His real name was John Cunningham, and he as- 
sumed the name of Henry to spare the feelings 
of bis sister. Judge. Moore said this statement 
would not affect his sentence, and then sent him 
to Sing Sing for 10 years—five on the charge of 
burglary and five for assaulting the officer who 
arrested him. 

This made Henry mad, and he made a 
grab at a heavy paperweight lying on Clerk 
York’s desk. He missed it and then tried to 
jump over the railing separating him from Judge 
Moore. An officer knocked him down, but he 
dashed toward the open gate leading to the cor- 
ridor. He was tripped up by a spectator, and-in 
an instant five otiicers had him on the floor, 
When they had handcuffed him they let him up 
and he immediately began to curse the Judge, 
He was securely bound and removed to the jail. 
From the behavior of half a dozen men in the 
cours room when Henry began his outbreak the 
pikes think that a plan to effect his escape had 

seen perfected.

ILL DRAWN AFFIDAVITS. 
Hyman Hafft, who was arrested about a 
week ago for violating the factory law of 1886, 
was tried in Special Sessions yesterday and the 
complaint was dismissed. James Connelly, 
State Inspector of Factories, was the prosecutor. 


One of the three charges was for having a boy 
under 16 years of age in the factory. The boy 
did not appear incourt., The second charge was 
for failing to post the notices required by the 
law. This was dismissed because the complaint 
was improperly drawn. The third charge was 
for allowing women under 21 years of age to 
work more than 60 hours a week. Kachel Finn, 
age 19, who was relied upon to prove this, tes- 
titied that she worked 11 hours a day for only 
five days in each week. 

Justice Power asked Mr. Connelly who drew 
his affidavits. ‘* My assistant drew them,” was 
the reply. ‘* Hereafter,” said the Judge, “you 
had better let our clerks draw the affidavits.” 

The cases of Isaac Solomon, Marks Isaacs, and 
Morris and Nathan Bordenstein were adjourned 
until April 12. They are under similar charges.
